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David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  time  on  Tuesday,  September  2, 
2003.  Students  and  staff  alike  were  tiirilled  with  the  new  facility  that  features  a  separate  cafeteria 
and  gymnasium,  technology  driven  media  center,  and  a  two  floor  academic  wing.  The  core  facility 
is  designed  for  a  student  population  of  900  while  the  classroom  wing  is  designed  for  a  population 
of  675  students.  With  131,000  square  feet,  Cawley  Middle  School  almost  triples  the  size  of  our 
former  middle  school  facility.  School  grounds  include  two  soccer  fields,  baseball  field,  softball 
field,  cross  country  course,  and  special  event  parking.  The  community  celebrated  the  opening  of 
Cawley  Middle  School  during  an  official  ceremony  on  Saturday,  October  18,  2003.  The  Cawley 
School  educational  community  remains  grateful  to  the  many  community  members,  parents,  and 
organizations  involved  with  making  the  new  facility  possible.  Our  students  and  community  will 
benefit  from  this  wonderful  facility  for  many  years  to  come. 


Back  Cover: 

Hooksett  Village  School  opened  in  1937  as  a  four-room  schoolhouse  with  an  enrollment  of  130 
children.  Formal  dedication  took  place  on  October  19,  1937.  Additional  classrooms  were  added 
in  1951  and  1956.  A  two-story  classroom  wing,  gymnasium,  and  kitchen  addition  was  completed 
in  1968.  School  Board  Chairman  Jim  Sullivan  presented  a  ceremonial  key  to  Town  Council 
Chairman  Michael  DiBitetto  at  a  closing  event  on  June  21,  2004.  At  its  closing  on  June  22,  2004, 
the  building  housed  14  homerooms  with  306  fourth  and  fifth  graders. 


Hooksett  Memorial  School  was  opened  in  1962  as  Hooksett's  junior  high  for  seventh  and  eighth 
graders.  Its  first  major  addition  was  completed  in  1978.  Another  addition  completed  in  1986 
provided  space  for  a  middle  school,  housing  sixth  through  eighth  grades.  After  its  temporary 
closing  in  2003,  a  major  renovation  and  addition  project  was  completed,  expanding  the  facility  to 
82,200  square  feet.  It  will  reopen  on  September  1 ,  2004  as  an  elementary  school  for  third,  fourth, 
and  fifth  grades  with  a  student  population  of  over  500  students.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  New 
Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2003  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion 
on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes 
assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group 
which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States 
of  America.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Hooksett 
has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general 
fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  as  of  June  30,  2003,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows 
of  its  proprietary  fund  types  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Hooksett  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  as  schedules 
in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented 
in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

JUNE  30,  2003 

NOTE  1  -  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Town  have  been  prepared  in  conformity  with  U.S.  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GAAP)  as  applied  to  the  governmental  units.  The  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  is 
the  accepted  standard-setting  body  for  establishing  governmental  accounting  and  financial  reporting  principles.  The 
more  significant  of  the  Town's  accounting  policies  are  described  below. 

1-A  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town  of  Hooksett,  New  Hampshire,  is  a  municipal  corporation  governed  by  an  elected  Town  Council. 
As  required  by  U.S.  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  these  financial  statements  present  the  Town 
of  Hooksett  (primary  government).  Component  units  are  organizations  for  which  the  primary  government 
is  financially  accountable  or  for  which  the  nature  and  significance  of  their  relationship  with  the  primary 
government  are  such  that  exclusion  would  cause  the  reporting  entity's  financial  statements  to  be  misleading 
or  incomplete.  Based  on  the  foregoing  criteria,  no  other  organizations  are  included  in  the  Town's  financial 
reporting  entity. 

1-B  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  and  account  groups,  each  of  which  is 
considered  a  separate  accounting  entity.  The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  separate  set 
of  self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  equity,  revenues,  and 
expenditures/expenses,  as  appropriate.  The  various  funds  are  grouped  by  type  in  the  financial  statements. 
The  following  fund  types  and  account  groups  are  used  by  the  Town: 

Governmental  Fund  Types 

Gieneral  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fimd  of  the  Town.  All  general  tax  revenues  and 
other  receipts  that  are  not  allocated  by  law  or  contractual  agreement  to  another  fund  are  accounted  for  in  this 
fund.  From  the  fund  are  paid  the  general  operating  expenditures,  the  fixed  charges,  and  the  capital 
improvement  costs  that  are  not  paid  through  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue 
sources  (other  than  expendable  trust  or  major  capital  projects)  requiring  separate  accounting  because  of  legal 
or  regulatory  provisions  or  administrative  action. 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -  Transactions  related  to  resources  obtained  and  used  for  the  acquisition, 
construction,  or  improvement  of  capital  facilities  not  included  in  die  Enterprise  Fund,  are  accounted  for  in 
Capital  Projects  Funds. 

Proprietary  Fund  Types 

Enterprise  Funds  -  These  funds  are  established  to  account  for  operations  that  are  financed  and  operated  in 
a  manner  similar  to  private  business  enterprises,  where  the  intent  is  that  costs  of  providing  goods  or  services 
to  the  general  public  on  a  continuing  basis  be  financed  or  recovered  primarily  through  user  charges.

Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  These  funds  account  for  assets  held  or  established  under  a  formal  trust 
agreement  or  Town  Meeting  vote,  or  assets  held  by  the  Town  as  a  trustee  or  agent  for  individuals,  private 
organizations,  or  other  units  of  govermnent. 

Account  Groups 

Account  groups  are  not  "funds. "  They  are  concerned  only  with  the  measurement  of  financial  position.  They 
are  not  involved  with  the  measurement  of  results  of  operations.  The  Town  uses  the  following  account 
groups: 

General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  -  General  fixed  assets  have  been  acquired  for  general  governmental 
purposes  and  have  been  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  applicable  fund.  These  acquisitions  are  required 
to  be  capitalized  at  historical  cost  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group.  In  accordance  with  the 
practice  followed  by  most  other  municipal  entities  in  the  State,  the  Town  does  not  maintain  such  a  record 
of  its  general  fixed  assets  and,  accordingly,  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  U.S.  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group  -  This  account  group  is  established  to  account  for  all  long-term 
debt  of  the  Town  except  that  which  is  accounted  for  in  the  Enterprise  Fund. 

1-C  Measurement  Focus/Basis  of  Accounting 

Governmental,  Expendable  Trust  and  Agency  Funds  use  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Under 
this  method,  revenues  are  recognized  in  the  accounting  period  in  which  they  become  both  available  and 
measurable  (flow  of  current  financial  resources  measurement  focus).  Licenses  and  permits,  fines  and 
forfeits,  and  most  miscellaneous  revenues  are  recorded  when  received  in  cash.  General  taxes, 
intergovernmental  revenues,  charges  for  services,  and  investment  earnings  are  recorded  when  earned  (when 
they  are  measurable  and  available).  Expenditures  are  recognized  in  the  accounting  period  in  which  the  fund 
liability  is  incurred,  if  measurable,  except  expenditures  for  prepayments,  debt  service,  and  other  long-term 
obligations,  which  are  recognized  when  due. 

Proprietary  and  Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Using 
this  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earned,  and  expenses  are  recognized  when 
they  are  incurred  (flow  of  economic  resources  measurement  focus).  In  accounting  for  Proprietary  Funds 
under  this  basis  and  measurement  focus,  the  Town  applies  all  GASB  pronouncements  as  well  as  the  Financial 
Accounting  Standards  Board  pronouncements  issued  on  or  before  November  30,  1989,  unless  these 
pronouncements  conflict  with  or  contradict  GASB  pronouncements. 
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1-D  Assets.  Liabilities  and  Fund  Equity 

1-D-l       Cash.  Cash  Equivalents  and  Investments 

Cash  and  Cash  Equivalents  -  Cash  and  cash  equivalents  include  amounts  in  demand  deposits  as  well  as 
short-tenn  investments  with  a  maturity  date  within  three  months  of  the  date  acquired  by  the  Town. 

New  Hampshire  statutes  require  that  the  Town  treasurer  have  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Town 
and  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  orders  of  the  Town  Council.  The  treasurer  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in 
participation  units  in  the  public  deposit  investment  pool  established  pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  383:22  or  in 
solvent  banks  in  the  state.  Funds  may  be  deposited  in  banks  outside  the  state  if  such  banks  pledge  or  deliver 
to  a  third  party  custodial  bank  or  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  collateral  security  for  such  deposits,  United 
States  government  or  government  agency  obligations,  or  obligations  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  value 
at  least  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  deposit  in  each  case. 

Investments  -  Whenever  the  treasurer  has  in  custody  an  excess  of  funds  which  are  not  immediately  needed 
for  the  purpose  of  expenditure,  the  treasurer  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Town  Council,  invest  the  excess 
funds.   New  Hampshire  law  authorizes  the  Town  to  invest  in  the  following  types  of  obligations: 

•  Obligations  of  the  United  States  Government, 

•  The  public  deposit  investment  pool  established  pursuant  to  RSA  383:22, 

•  Savings  bank  deposits,  or 
Certificates  of  deposit  and  repurchase  agreements  of  banks  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  or  in  banks  recognized  by  the  state  treasurer.

Any  person  who  directly  or  indirectly  receives  any  such  funds  or  moneys  for  deposit  or  for  investment  in 
securities  of  any  kind  shall,  prior  to  acceptance  of  such  fimds,  make  available  at  the  time  of  such  deposit  or 
investment  an  option  to  have  such  funds  secured  by  collateral  having  a  value  at  least  equal  to  the  amount  of 
such  funds.  Such  collateral  shall  be  segregated  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  Town.  Only  securities 
defined  by  the  bank  commissioner  as  provided  by  rules  adopted  pursuant  to  RSA  386:57  shall  be  eligible 
to  be  pledged  as  collateral. 

Investments  are  stated  at  fair  value  as  of  the  balance  sheet  date  which  is  based  on  quoted  market  prices. 

l-D-2       Receivables 

Tax  revenue  is  recorded  when  a  warrant  for  collection  is  committed  to  the  Tax  Collector.  All  taxes 
receivable  are  shown  net  of  an  allowance  for  uncollectible  amounts.  An  allowance  has  been  established  for 
any  taxes  determined  by  management  to  have  questionable  collectibility. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Tax  Collector  executes  a  lien  on  properties  for  all  uncollected  property  taxes  in 
the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due.  The  lien  on  these  properties  has  priority  over  other  liens  and  accrues 
interest  at  18%  per  annum.  If  property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  2-year  redemption  period,  the  property 
is  tax-deeded  to  the  Town. 

Service  charges  for  sewer  usage  are  recorded  as  revenue  for  the  period  when  service  was  provided. 
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l-D-3       Interfund  Balances  and  Activity 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  transactions  between  funds,  including  expenditures 
and  transfers  of  resources  to  provide  services.  The  accompanying  governmental,  proprietary,  and  fiduciary 
fund  financial  statements  reflect  such  transactions  as  transfers.  To  the  extent  that  certain  transactions  have 
not  been  paid  or  received  as  of  December  3 1 ,  balances  of  interfund  amounts  receivable  or  payable  have  been 
recorded. 

l-D-4       Prepaid  Items 

Certain  payments  to  vendors  reflect  costs  applicable  to  future  accounting  periods  and  are  recorded  as  prepaid 
items. 

l-D-5       Compensated  Absences 

Employees  are  entitled  to  certain  compensated  absences  based  on  their  length  of  employment.  Compensated 
absences  accumulate  and  are  recorded  as  expenditures  when  they  are  paid. 

l-D-6       Accrued  Liabilities  and  Long-Term  Obligations 

All  payables  and  accrued  liabilities  are  reported  in  the  financial  statements. 

In  general.  Governmental  Fund  payables  and  accrued  liabilities  that,  once  incurred,  are  paid  in  a  timely 
manner  and  in  full  from  current  financial  resources,  are  reported  as  obligations  of  these  funds.  However, 
claims  and  judgements,  and  compensated  absences  that  will  be  paid  from  Governmental  Funds  are  reported 
as  a  liability  in  the  fund  financial  statements  only  to  the  extent  that  they  are  "due  for  payment"  during  the 
current  year. 

The  Town  reports  long-term  debt  of  Governmental  Funds  at  face  value  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt 
Account  Group.  Certain  other  Governmental  Fund  obligations  not  expected  to  be  financed  with  current 
available  financial  resources  are  also  reported  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group. 

l-D-7       Fund  Equity 

Generally,  fund  balance  represents  the  difference  between  the  current  assets  and  current  liabilities.  The 
Town  reserves  those  portions  of  fund  balance  that  are  legally  segregated  for  a  specific  future  use  or  that  do 
not  represent  available,  spendable  resources,  and  therefore  are  not  available  for  appropriation  or 
expenditure.  Unreserved  fund  balance  indicates  that  portion  of  fund  balance  that  is  available  for 
appropriation  in  future  periods.  Designations  are  management's  intent  to  set  aside  these  resources  for 
specific  purposes. 

The  following  reserves  are  used  by  the  Town: 

Reserve  for  Encumbrances  -  is  used  to  account  for  open  purchase  orders,  contracts  and  other  commitments 
at  year-end  for  which  goods  and  services  have  not  been  received. 

Reserve  for  Endowments  -  represents  the  principal  balance  of  the  Town's  Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds 
which  must  be  held  for  investment  purposes  only. 
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Reserve  for  Special  Purposes  -  is  used  to  account  for  the  unencumbered  balance  of  restricted  funds.  These 
consist  of  the  uncommitted  balances  of  the  Capital  Projects  Funds,  the  Town's  Expendable  Trust  Funds,  and 
the  income  portion  of  the  Town's  Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds. 

The  following  designation  is  used  by  the  Town: 

Designated  for  Special  Purposes  -  is  used  to  account  for  the  unencumbered  balances  of  Special  Revenue 
Funds. 

l-D-8       Estimates 

The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  conformity  with  U.S.  generally  accepted  accounting  principles, 
requires  management  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions  that  affect  the  amounts  reported  in  the  financial 
statements  and  accompanying  notes.   Actual  results  may  differ  from  those  estimates. 

l-D-9       Memorandum  Only  -  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned  as  "memorandum  only"  because 
they  do  not  represent  consolidated  financial  information  and  are  presented  only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis. 
The  columns  do  not  present  information  that  reflects  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  cash  flows 
in  accordance  with  U.S.  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Interfund  eliminations  have  not  been 
made  in  the  aggregation  of  this  data. 

NOTE  2  -  STEWARDSHIP,  COMPLIANCE,  AND  ACCOUNTABILITY 

2-A  Budgetary  Information 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in  budgetary  funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal 
integrated  budgetary  accounting  system  in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements  which  govern  the 
Town's  operations.  At  its  annual  meeting,  the  Town  adopts  a  budget  for  the  current  year  for  the  General, 
Public  Library  and  Sewer  Department  Funds.  Project-length  financial  plans  are  adopted  for  all  Capital 
Projects  Funds.  Except  as  reconciled  on  the  following  page,  budgets  are  adopted  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
U.S.  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Management  may  transfer  appropriations  between  operating  categories  as  deemed  necessary,  but 
expenditures  may  not  legally  exceed  budgeted  appropriations  in  total.  All  annual  appropriations  lapse  at 
year-end  unless  encumbered. 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  continuing  appropriations  (certain 
projects  and  specific  items  not  fully  expended  at  year-end)  are  recognized,  is  employed  in  the  governmental 
funds.  Encumbrances  are  not  the  equivalent  of  expenditures  and  are  therefore  reported  as  part  of  the  fund 
balance  at  June  30  and  are  carried  forward  to  supplement  appropriations  of  the  subsequent  year. 

State  statutes  require  balanced  budgets,  but  provide  for  the  use  of  beginning  unreserved  fund  balance  to 
achieve  that  end.  In  the  fiscal  year  2003,  $1,037,000  of  the  beginning  General  Fund  fund  balance  was 
applied  for  this  purpose.

NOTE  3  -  DETAILED  NOTES  ON  ALL  FUNDS  AND  ACCOUNT  GROUPS 

3-A  Cash.  Cash  Equivalents  and  Investments 

At  year-end,  the  Town's  carrying  amount  of  deposits  was  $10,064,517,  and  the  bank  balance  was 
$9,749, 152.  Of  the  bank  balance,  $9, 161 ,672  was  insured  or  collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  Town 
or  its  agent  in  the  Town's  name,  and  $587,480  was  uninsured  and  uncollateralized. 

Repurchase  Agreement 

Included  in  the  Town's  cash  equivalents  at  June  30,  2003,  is  a  short-term  investment  in  a  repurchase 
agreement  issued  by  a  local  banking  institution.  Under  this  agreement,  the  Town  will  be  repaid  principal 
plus  interest  on  a  specified  date  which  is  subsequent  to  year-end.  The  agreement  is  guaranteed/collateralized 
with  securities  held  by  the  banking  instimtion  which  exceed  the  amount  of  the  agreement.  To  the  extent  that 
the  banking  institution  may  default  on  its  commitment  to  this  obligation,  the  Town  is  at  risk  of  economic  loss. 
Management  considers  this  exposure  to  be  minimal.  At  June  30,  2003,  the  Town  held  an  investment  in  the 
following  repurchase  agreement:

3-B  Taxes  Receivable 

The  property  tax  year  is  from  April  1  to  March  31  and  all  property  taxes  are  assessed  on  the  inventory  taken 
in  April  of  that  year.

The  Town  subscribes  to  the  semi-annual  method  of  tax  collection  as  provided  for  by  RSA  76: 15-a.  Under 
this  method,  tax  bills  are  sent  on  or  around  June  1  and  November  1  of  each  year,  with  interest  accruing  at 
a  rate  of  12%  on  bills  outstanding  for  more  than  30  days.  The  June  1  billing  is  considered  an  estimate  only 
and  is  one  half  of  the  previous  year's  tax  billing.  The  remaining  balance  of  taxes  due  is  billed  in  the  fall 
after  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  has  calculated  and  approved  the  Town's 
tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year. 

In  connection  with  the  setting  of  the  tax  rate,  Town  Officials  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration,  establish  and  raise  through  taxation  an  amount  for  abatements  and  refunds  of  property  taxes, 
known  as  overlay.  This  amount  is  reported  as  a  reduction  in  tax  revenue  and  is  adjusted  by  management 
for  any  tax  allowances  at  year-end.  The  property  taxes  collected  by  the  Town  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  Hooksett  School  District  and  Merrimack  County,  which  are  remitted  as  required 
by  law.  The  taxes  collected  for  these  other  entities  are  recorded  in  an  Agency  Fund.  The  ultimate 
responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town.

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All  debt  is  general  obligation  debt  of  the  Town,  which  is  backed  by  its  full  faith  and  credit.  Both  lease- 
purchase  agreements  contain  non-appropriation  funding  clauses  whereby,  in  the  event  no  funds  or  insufficient 
funds  are  appropriated  by  the  Town,  the  leases  shall  terminate  without  penalty  or  expense  to  the  Town. 

Landfill  Postdosure  Care  Costs 

The  Town  closed  its  landfill  in  1999.  Federal  and  State  laws  and  regulations  require  that  the  Town  continue 
to  perform  certain  maintenance  and  monitoring  functions  at  the  landfill  site.  A  liability  is  being  recognized 
in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group  based  on  the  future  postdosure  care  costs  that  will  be 
incurred.  The  estimated  liability  for  landfill  postdosure  care  costs  has  a  balance  of  $520,000  as  of  June  30, 
2003,  which  is  based  on  the  amount  that  would  be  paid  if  all  equipment,  facilities,  and  services  required  to 
monitor  and  maintain  the  landfill  were  acquired  as  of  June  30,  2003.  However,  the  acmal  cost  of  postdosure 
care  may  be  higher  or  lower  due  to  inflation,  changes  in  technology,  or  changes  in  landfill  laws  and 
regulations.   The  Town  expects  to  finance  the  postdosure  care  costs  by  annual  appropriation.

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NOTE  4  -  OTHER  MATTERS 

4-A  Pensions 

Plan  Description  and  Provisions 

The  Town  of  Hooksett  participates  in  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System  (The  System)  which  is  the 
administrator  of  a  cost-sharing  multiple-employer  contributory  pension  plan  and  trust  established  in  1967  by 
RSA  100-A:2  and  is  qualified  as  a  tax-exempt  organization  under  Sections  401(a)  and  501(a)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code.  The  plan  is  a  contributory,  defined  benefit  plan  providing  service,  disability,  death  and 
vested  retirement  benefits  to  members  and  their  beneficiaries.  Provisions  for  benefits  and  contributions  are 
established  and  can  be  amended  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Legislature.  The  System  issues  a  publicly 
available  financial  report  that  may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System,  4  Chenell 
Drive,  Concord,  NH  03301. 

Description  of  Funding  Policy 

The  System  is  financed  by  contributions  fi:om  both  the  employees  and  the  Town.  Member  contribution  rates 
are  established  and  may  be  amended  by  the  State  legislature  while  employer  contribution  rates  are  set  by  the 
System  trustees  based  on  an  actuarial  valuation.  All  employees  except  police  officers  and  firefighters  are 
required  to  contribute  5%  of  earnable  compensation.  Police  officers  and  firefighters  are  required  to 
contribute  9.3%  of  gross  earnings.  For  the  fiscal  year  2003,  the  Town  contributed  5.33%  for  police 
officers,  6.61  %  for  firefighters  and  4. 14%  for  other  employees.  The  contribution  requirements  for  the  Town 
of  Hooksett  for  the  fiscal  years  2001,  2002,  and  2003  were  $171,062,  $202,798,  and  $222,862,  respectively, 
which  were  paid  in  full  in  each  year. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  funds  35  %  of  employer  costs  for  firefighters  and  police  officers  employed  by 
the  Town.  The  State  does  not  participate  in  funding  the  employer  costs  of  other  Town  employees.  GASB 
Statement  No.  24,  Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting  for  Certain  Grants  and  Other  Financial  Assistance 
requires  this  amount  to  be  reported  as  a  revenue  and  expenditure  in  the  Town's  financial  statements.  This 
amount  $142,216  has  been  included  on  Exhibit  B  -  Combined  Statement  of  Revenues,  Expenditures  and 
Changes  in  Fund  Balances  -  All  Governmental  Fund  Types  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  and  is  reconciled 
to  the  budgetary  expenditures  in  Note  2-B. 

4-B  Risk  Management 

The  Town  is  exposed  to  various  risks  of  loss  related  to  torts;  theft  of,  damage  to,  or  destruction  of  assets; 
errors  or  omissions;  injuries  to  employees;  or  natural  disasters.  During  fiscal  year  2003,  the  Town  was  a 
member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  Property-Liability  Trust,  Inc.  and  the  New  Hampshire 
Public  Risk  Management  Exchange  (Primex)  Workers'  Compensation  Program.  These  entities  are 
considered  public  entity  risk  pools,  currently  operating  as  common  risk  management  and  insurance  programs 
for  member  towns  and  cifies. 
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The  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  Property-Liability  Trust,  Inc.  is  a  Trust  organized  to  provide 
certain  property  and  liability  insurance  coverages  to  member  towns,  cities  and  other  qualified  political 
subdivisions  of  New  Hampshire.  As  a  member  of  the  NHMA  Property-Liability  Trust,  Inc.,  the  Town 
shares  in  contributing  to  the  cost  of,  and  receiving  benefits  from,  a  self-insured  pooled  risk  management 
program.  The  membership  and  coverage  run  from  July  1  to  June  30.  The  program  includes  a  Self-Insured 
Retention  Fund  (SIR)  from  which  is  paid  up  to  $500,000  for  each  and  every  covered  property,  auto  physical 
damage  and  crime  loss,  subject  to  a  $1,000  deductible,  and  each  and  every  covered  general  liability  and 
public  officials'  liability  loss.  The  Trust  maintains,  on  behalf  of  its  members,  reinsurance  policies  shared 
by  the  membership. 

Contributions  paid  in  fiscal  year  2003,  to  be  recorded  as  an  insurance  expendimre  totaled  $94,892.  There 
were  no  unpaid  contributions  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2003.  The  trust  agreement  permits  the  Trust  to 
make  additional  assessments  to  members  should  there  be  a  deficiency  in  Trust  assets  to  meet  its  liabilities. 
At  this  time,  the  Trust  foresees  no  likelihood  of  any  additional  assessments  for  past  years. 

The  New  Hampshire  Public  Risk  Management  Exchange  (Primex)  Workers'  Compensation  Program 

is  a  pooled  risk  management  program  under  RSAs  5-B  and  281-A.  The  workers'  compensation  and 
employer's  liability  policy  provides  statutory  coverage  for  workers'  compensation  and  up  to  $2,000,000  of 
employer's  liability  coverage.  Primex  retained  $500,000  of  each  loss  through  June  30.  The  membership 
and  coverage  run  from  January  1  through  December  31 .  The  estimated  net  contribution  from  the  Town  of 
Hooksett  billed  for  the  year  endmg  December  31,  2003  was  $85,227,  of  which  $66,283  had  been  paid  as 
of  June  30,  2003,  and  the  balance  of  $18,944  is  being  paid  in  monthly  installments  through  October  2003. 
The  member  participation  agreement  permits  Primex  to  make  additional  assessments  to  members,  should 
there  be  a  deficiency  in  contributions  for  any  member  year,  not  to  exceed  the  member's  annual  contribution. 
At  this  time,  Primex  foresees  no  likelihood  of  any  additional  assessment  for  this  or  any  prior  year. 

4-C  Contingent  Liabilities 

Litigation 

There  are  various  claims  and  suits  pending  against  the  School  District  which  arise  in  the  normal  course  of 
the  School  District's  activities.  In  the  opinion  of  management,  the  ultimate  disposition  of  these  various 
claims  and  suits  will  not  have  a  material  effect  on  the  fmancial  position  of  the  School  District. 

Grants 

Amounts  received  or  receivable  from  grantor  agencies  are  subject  to  audit  and  adjustment  by  such  grantor 
agencies,  principally  the  Federal  government.  Any  disallowed  claims,  including  amounts  already  collected, 
may  constitute  a  liability  of  the  applicable  funds.  The  amount  of  expenditures  which  may  be  disallowed  by 
the  grantor  cannot  be  determined  at  this  time  although  the  Town  expects  such  amounts,  if  any,  to  be 
immaterial. 
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4-D  New  Reporting  Standard 

In  June  1999,  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  issued  Statement  No.  34,  Basic 
Financial  Statements  -  and  Management's  Discussion  and  Analysis  -for  State  and  Local  Governments.  This 
statement  establishes  new  financial  reporting  requirements  for  all  state  and  local  governments.  When 
implemented,  it  will  require  new  information  and  restructure  much  of  the  information  that  governments  have 
presented  in  the  past.  Comparability  with  reports  issued  in  all  prior  years  will  be  affected.  The  Town  is 
required  to  implement  this  standard  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  2004.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2003,  we  considered 
the  Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide 
assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions 
involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal 
control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize, 
and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements.  A  material 
weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that 
would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a 
timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of 
the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might 
constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are 
also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

The  following  condition  was  noted  that  we  consider  to  be  a  material  weakness:

This  is  a  reduction  of  $67,140.59  from  the  tax  liens  receivable  of  $707,972.37  at  June  30,  2002.  However,  these 
liens  should  still  be  researched  to  determine  the  reason  why  they  have  not  been  deeded,  as  required  by  State  Law, 
with  certain  specific  exceptions.

This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record. 
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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

To  the  Voters  of  Hooksett: 

This  is  my  third  year  writing  these  reports,  and  nothing  much  has  changed  in  that  time  -  we 
continue  to  struggle  with  ever  increasing  costs  to  maintain  our  current  level  of  services.  Being 
taxpayers  ourselves,  the  committee  feels  the  pain  of  increased  taxes  like  everyone  in  town. 

One  item  of  note  -  this  year  we  note  the  passing  of  one  of  our  own  -  Don  Duford.  On  our 
committee,  Don  was  one  of  those  people  who  displayed  a  deep  abiding  commitment  to  the 
welfare  of  both  the  town  and  the  taxpayers.  He  was  always  the  champion  of  the  little  guy.  Don  will 
be  missed.  God  Speed,  Don. 

This  year,  like  last  year,  had  several  distinct  pressures  that  pushed  up  the  tax  bills: 

1 .  The  continuing  deficit  in  the  rate  of  commercial  &  industrial  development  compared  with 
residential  development; 

2.  In  ail  areas  of  government,  increases  in  the  cost  of  employee  benefits  -  health  insurance 
premiums.  Workers  Compensation  Insurance  premiums,  NH  Retirement,  Union  Contract 
increases,  and  non-union  increases  &  adjustments; 

3.  Increased  costs  of  provided  products  and  services:  street  lights,  fire  hydrants,  fuel; 

4.  Increased  population  driving  increased  costs:  teachers,  high  school  tuition,  special 
education,  solid  waste  tipping  fees; 

5.  Various  mandate  costs  -  such  as  the  Help  America  Vote  Act,  No  Child  Left  Behind,  etc; 
and 

6.  The  revaluation. 

If  we  are  going  to  keep  any  kind  of  control  on  spending,  it  is  going  to  take  some  serious  creativity 
and  reassessment  of  priorities.  To  their  credit,  after  getting  a  default  budget,  the  School  Board 
juggled  their  priorities  and  was  able  to  hire  a  new  teacher  for  Underhill  School  and  a  new 
Assistant  Principal  for  Memorial  School.  Even  though,  in  our  opinion,  this  was  done  with  an 
inflated  default  budget  calculation,  the  School  Board  deserves  praise  for  their  creativity.  Hopefully 
the  default  budget  calculation  loophole  in  the  municipal  budget  law  will  be  addressed  in  the 
future. 

We  also  again  call  for  a  common  town  and  school  election  day.  That  way  the  voters  can  make 
truly  informed  decisions.  As  it  is  now,  the  budget  committee  does  not  see  the  town  budget  until 
after  the  school  budget  is  submitted  to  the  warrant.  The  voters  must  vote  on  the  school  budget 
before  knowing  what  the  town  requests  are  going  to  be.  This  is  not  good  for  either  budgets,  or  for 
the  taxpayers. 

As  the  noted  economist  Thomas  Sowell  said,  "There  are  no  solutions,  only  trade-offs."  As  we  try 
to  craft  the  2005-2006  budgets,  we  want  to  have  the  best  available  picture  of  all  town  and  school 
requests  and  priorities.  We  have  even  discussed  the  possibility  of  zero-based  budgeting,  but  as 
part-time  volunteers,  that  is  a  daunting  task. 

We  pledge  to  do  what  we  can  to  make  sure  that  the  budget  presented  next  year  is  justifiable  and 
sustainable.  Since  trade-offs  are  inevitable,  there  will  be  complaints  and  gripes.  Such  is  the 
nature  of  government,  especially  self-government.  We  welcome  input  and  advice  from  anyone  in 
town.  One  good  outlet  for  ongoing  town  discussion  is  the  Hooksett-chat  email  list  -  it  is 
accessible  at:

Our  meetings  are  always  open  to  the  public  -  please  attend  if  you  are  interested  in  controlling  the 
tax  rate.  We  usually  meet  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month,  7:00  P.M.  at  Town  Hall.  During 
Budget  Season  (December-  February)  we  meet  more  often  and  that  is  where  the  bulk  of  the 
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work  gets  done.  Please  watch  the  Banner  for  announcements  of  our  meetings  and  try  to  attend.  If 
you  have  read  this  far,  you  must  have  some  interest!

First  Session 
April  3'^  2004 

Moderator  Marlene  Lein  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  1:00pm,  Moderator  Lein  read  the  attestation  of 
posting  and  discussed  the  rules  and  procedures  to  be  followed  at  the  meeting.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $460,000  for  the  purpose  of  construction 
and  expansion  of  the  sewer  system  on  Deerhead  Street,  Bartlett  Street,  Fairview  Circle,  and  Castle  Drive, 
and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $460,000  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  RSA  33,  and  to  designate  the  Town  Administrator  as  agent  to 
issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes,  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon.  (SUBMITTED  BY 
PETITION)  RECOMMENDED  BY  TOWN  COUNCIL  (4-2),  RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 
(8-0)"  Patrick  Ganley  motioned  to  place  Article  #3  on  the  ballot  as  written,  seconded  by  Colleen 
Mousseau.  Moderator  Lein  called  for  a  voice  vote  to  place  Article  #3  on  the  ballot  as  written.  Motion 
passed. 

"Article  #4 

Shall  the  Town  of  Hooksett  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not  including  appropriations  by 
special  warrant  articles,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by 
vote  of  the  first  session,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  therein,  totaling  $12,883,164?  Should  this  article  be 
defeated,  the  operating  budget  shall  be  $12,239,217,  which  is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  certain 
adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  or  by  law;  or  the  governing  body  may 
hold  one  special  meeting,  in  accordance  with  RSA  40:13,  X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised 
operating  budget  only.     Note:  This  Article  does  not  include  special  warrant  articles  #3,  and  #5  through 
#34.  Note1:  $931,040  (Sewer  Department's  budget)  of  the  $12,883, 164  is  not  raised  by  taxes  but  by 
sewer  user  fees.  A  default  budget  will  not  affect  how  much  the  Sewer  Department  is  authorized  to  spend." 
Bryan  Williams  motioned  to  place  Article  #4  on  the  ballot  as  written,  seconded  by  Judith  Casey.  Bryan 
Wlliams  motioned  to  amend  Article  #4  to  read:  Shall  the  Town  of  Hooksett  raise  and  appropriate  as  an 
operating  budget,  not  including  appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the 
budget  posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for  the  purposes  set  forth 
therein,  totaling  $13,053,164?  Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  operating  budget  shall  be 
$12,239,217,  which  is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the 
Town  of  Hooksett  or  by  law;  or  the  governing  body  may  hold  one  special  meeting,  in  accordance  with 
RSA  40:13,  X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised  operating  budget  only.  Note:  This  Article  does 
not  include  special  warrant  articles  #3,  and  #5  through  #34,  Seconded  by  Sidney  Baines,  Moderator  Lein 
called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment,  amendment  passed.  Moderator  Lein  called  for  a  vote  to  place  Article 
#4  on  the  ballot  as  amended.  Vote  was  in  the  affirmative,  Article  #4  on  the  ballot  as  amended.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $85,000  (eighty-five  thousand  dollars)  to 

purchase  a  Solid  Waste  tractor  for  the  trailer  that  hauls  solid  waste. 

Said  funds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Special  Revenue  Fund,  with  no  funds  from 

current  year  taxation.  Note:  This  is  a  replacement  vehicle.

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RECOMMENDED  BY  CIP  COMMITTEE,  RECOMMENDED  BY  TOWN  COUNCIL  (8-0), 
RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  (8-0)  Douglas  St.  Pierre  motioned  to  place  Article  #6  on 
the  ballot  as  written,  seconded  by  Daniel  Belanger.  Moderator  Lein  called  for  a  vote  to  place  Article  #6  on 
the  ballot  as  written,  motion  passed.

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ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT 

We  survived  2003!!!!!  The  re-evaluation  was  finished  late  in  the  fall  and  was  reflected 
on  the  fall  bill.  It  definitely  was  a  shock  to  all,  but  it  had  been  15  years  since  we  had  a 
full  reval  and  it  was  sorely  needed.     We  need  to  stay  on  top  of  the  market  and  make  our 
adjustments  yearly  if  the  Towns'  ratio  to  market  goes  either  up  or  down.  The 
adjustments  to  properties  more  often,  will  help  both  the  tax  rate  and  the  ratio.  The 
impact  would  be  gradual  instead  of  all  at  once  like  it  was  this  fall. 

We  are  still  waiting  to  hear  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  on  how 
we  rated  in  the  Certification  Process.  The  verifying  of  all  our  records,  exemptions  and 
credits  and  general  office  practices  were  completed  in  January.  I'm  sure  we  came  out 
with  a  great  rating. 

The  building  permits  and  subdivisions  are  still  coming  in  from  both  the  Building  Dept. 
and  Planning  Dept  steadily.  Needless  to  say,  we  are  very  busy  here  in  Assessing. 
The  growth  in  this  Town  is  still  on  the  rise. 

I  want  to  take  the  time  to  thank  my  secretary,  Joanne  Drewniak  for  the  great  job  she 
does  all  year  long  and  especially  during  this  reval  cycle.  Needless  to  say,  not  all  the 
people  we  saw  during  the  past  year  here  in  Assessing  were  happy  with  us,  but  Joanne 
took  it  all  in  stride  and  they  seemed  to  leave,  if  not  happier,  a  little  wiser.     For  those  of 
you  who  are  unaware,  I  also  have  a  young  man  named  Jeff  Waterhouse  ,  a 
subcontracted  Assessor,  who  has  been  working  for  Assessing  and  is  a  pleasure  to  work 
with.  You  will  see  him  out  and  about  the  Town  doing  all  our  pickup  work  and 
abatements.

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VETERANS  OR  VETERANS  WIDOW  CREDIT 

1 .  Must  own  property  on  April  1^'  of  year  of  application. 

2.  Must  be  NH  resident  for  1  year  prior  to  April  1^' of  the  application  year? 

3.  Must  be  residential  property. 

4.  Must  notify  Assessor's  Office  of  any  change  of  address. 

5.  Has  to  have  served  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  days  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United 
States  in  a  war  or  conflict  as  outlines  in  RSA  72:28. 

6.  A  copy  of  the  DD214,  or  discharge  paper  is  required  when  applying  for  this  exemption. 

Exemption  Credit:  $100.00  reduction  off  real  estate  tax  bill. 

Summary  of  Exemption  Information  Required  for  All  Veterans  Exemptions 
Must  have  served  in  the  Armed  Service  during  the  following  dates: 

1.  World  War  I  -  April  6*,  1917and  NovemberU*,  1918  (extended  to  April  1",  1920  for 
service  in  Russia). 

2.  World  War  II  -  December  7*,  1941  and  December  31^',  1946  (including  US  Merchant 
Marines) 

3.  Korean  Conflict- June  25,1950  and  January  31,1955 

4.  July  1^',  1958  and  December  22,1961,  if  earned  Vietnam  service  medal  or  expeditionary 
medal. 

5.  Vietnam  conflict -December  22, 1961  and  May  7,1975. 

6.  Any  other  war  or  armed  conflict  that  has  occurred  since  May  8,Th  1975,  if  earned 
expeditionary  medal  or  theater  of  operations  service  medal. 

7.  Gulf  War  if  earned  Liberation  of  Kuwait  medal  or  Southwest  Asia  service  medal. 

DISABLED  VETERAN  OR  WIDOW  OF  DISABLED  VETERAN 


An  exemption  to  the  Veteran  if  he/she  is  100%  permanently  disabled  as  a  result  of  service- 
connected  injury.  You  must  apply  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Veterans  Administration 
certifying  100%  disability,  total  and  permanent. 

A  copy  of  the  DD214,  or  discharge  paper  is  required  when  applying  for  this  exemption. 

EXEMPTION  CREDIT:  $1 ,400.00.  Reduction  off  real  estate  tax  bill. 

BLIND  EXEMPTION 

1 .  Determined  legally  blind  by  the  Administrator  of  Blind  Services  of  the  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  Division  of  the  Education  Department. 

2.  Exempt  each  year  on  assessed  value  for  property  tax  purposes  of  his/her  residential  real 
estate  to  the  value  of  $50,000.00.  (Approved  May  12,  1993  Town  meeting). 

EXEMPTION  CREDIT:  $50,000.00  OFF  ASSESSED  VALUE 

BENEFICIAL  INTEREST  OWNERS  OF  A  TRUST 

The  legislature  passed  a  new  law  in  1 992  that  requires  the  beneficial  interest  owner  of  a  trust 
to  qualify  for  certain  exemptions  under  Chapter  72.  (RSA  72:6-a,  RSA  72:33-a,  and  RSA 


113 


72:43-b).  Beneficial  interest  owners  of  a  trust,  now  differ  from  tlie  permanent  applicants  for 
exemptions  in  that  you  refile  for  the  permanent  exemption  and  a  copy  of  the  trust  must  be 
filed  with  the  permanent  application. 

TAX  DEFERRAL  PROGRAM  (RSA  72:32A) 

Any  resident  property  owner  any  apply  for  a  tax  deferral  if  the  person: 

1 .  Is  either  at  least  65  years  old  or  eligible  under  title  II  or  Title  XVI  of  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Act  for  benefits  of  the  disabled;  and 

2.  Has  owned  the  property  for  at  least  five  (5)  years;  and 

3.  Is  living  in  the  home? 

Tax  deferral  may  be  granted  for  all  or  part  of  taxes  due.  Annual  interest  of  5%  accrues.  Total 
tax  deferrals  shall  not  be  more  than  85%  of  assessed  value  of  a  property.  Tax  deferral  may 
be  granted  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Assessing  officials  the  tax  liability  causes  the  taxpayer  an 
undue  hardship  or  possible  loss  of  the  property.  Applications  must  be  made  by  March  1^' 
following  the  issuance  of  the  final  tax  bill  for  that  year.  If  property  is  subject  to  mortgage, 
mortgage  holder  must  approve,  and  sign  the  required  form. 

APPLICATIONS 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  taxpayer  to  properly  apply  for  any  exemption  or  deferral  program. 

Application  deadline  for  exemptions,  credits,  or  deferrals  is  March  1^'  of  the  current  tax  year 
following  the  notice  of  tax.  (Tax  year  is  April  1^'  to  March  31^*). 

****IMPORTANT**** 

Notify  the  Assessor's  Office  of  any  address  changes  to  insure  exemptions  are  applied  to  your 
current  residence  and  for  accurate  mailing  tax  bills. 

CURRENT  USE 

In  order  to  encourage  appreciation  for  the  environment,  conserve  land  and  other  resources, 
and  to  maintain  open  space,  there  are  provisions  for  placing  land  in  Current  Use  status  where 
it  is  taxed  at  a  lower  rate.  Many  restrictions  apply,  including  in  most  cases  a  10-acres 
minimum. 

Acreage  requirement:  Current  Use  land  shall  consist  of  a  tract  of  farm  land,  forest  land  or 
unproductive  land  totaling  10  or  more  acres  free  of  structures. 

1 .  Application  Form  A-1 0  must  be  typewritten  and  signed  with  black  ink  by  all  owners  of 
record.  Application  (Notice  of  contingent  lien)  will  be  recorded  at  the  County  registry  of 
Deeds.  The  notice  of  contingent  lien  serves  as  a  noticed  to  all  interested  parties  that  a 
lien  on  the  land  will  be  created  if  and  when  the  land  is  changed  to  a  non-qualifying  use. 

2.  A  20%  recreation  adjustment  is  available  for  land  open  to  the  public.  If  the  land  is 
posted,  it  will  not  qualify  for  the  adjustment. 

3.  If  filing  with  a  soil  potential  index  percentage  for  farmland,  attach  SPI  information. 

4.  If  filing  for  a  stewardship  adjustment  for  forestland,  attach  forestry  plan  for  the  following 
five  (5)  years  or  more. 

5.  Attach  map  or  drawing  with  interior  boundaries,  acreage  and  type  of  land  in  each 
category,  also  portions  of  land  not  in  current  use  program. 

6.  Filing  fee:  $17.24  fee  with  application  for  the  recording  in  Muramic  Registry  of  Deeds. 
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CHANGE  IN  USE  TAX: 

10%  of  the  full  and  true  value  of  the  land  at  the  time  of  the  change,  as  referenced  in  R.A.  79- 
A:7,l. 


TAXPAYER'S  R.A.  76:16  ABATEMENT  APPLICATION  TO  MUNICIPALITY 

1.  An  application  must  be  on  file  to  the  municipality  by  March  1^*,  following  notice  of  tax. 

2.  Notice  of  tax  means  the  date  the  board  of  tax  and  land  appeals  determines  the  last  tax 
bill  was  sent  by  the  municipality. 

3.  Municipality  has  until  July  1^'  following  notice  of  tax  to  grant  or  deny  the  abatement. 

4.  If  taxpayer  is  not  satisfied,  he/she  must  file  an  appeal  with  the  Board  of  Tax  and  Land 
Appeals  (R.A.  76:16-A)  orthe  Superior  Court  (R.A.76:  17)  but  not  with  both.  No  earlier 
than  July  1^'  or  no  late  than  September  1^'  following  notice  of  tax. 

If  request  is  based  on  disproportionate  assessment,  the  taxpayer  has  the  burden  to  show  the 
assessment  was  disproportionate.  To  carry  this  burden,  the  Taxpayer  generally  must  show 
what  the  property  was  worth  on  April  1  ^*  of  the  year  appealed.  This  value  and  the 
assessment  would  then  be  compared  to  other  assessments  in  the  municipality.  Therefore, 
comparable  properties  are  an  essential  part  of  most  abatement  applications. 


FILING  AN  APPLICATION  DOES  NOT  STAY  THE  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES;  TAXES 
SHOULD  BE  PAID  AS  ASSESSED.  IF  AN  ABATEMENT  IS  GRANTED,  A  REFUND  WITH 
INTEREST  WILL  BE  MAILED. 


PROPERTY  TAX 

Property  taxes  are  assessed  to  current  owner,  if  known.  The  tax  year  runs  from  April  1^*  of 


one  year  to  March31st  of  the  nest.  The  real  estate  taxes  in  Hooksett  are  billed  twice  a  year, 
due  on  or  before  July  1^'  and  December  1^'.  Tax  bills  are  sent  to  the  owner  of  record  the  time 
of  the  printing  of  the  bills. 

THE  TIMBER  LAW  (R.A.  79) 

"Forest  Conservation  and  Taxation,"  as  of  April  1  ^',  1 986,  requires  the  landowner  to  pay  the 
timber  tax.  The  law  requires  that  before  cutting  commences,  Hooksett  landowners  shall 
complete  an  "intent  to  Cut"  form  that  must  then  be  filed  with  the  Assessor. 

1 .  The  Assessor  is  required  to  process  the  form  and  mail  appropriate  copies  to  the 
Department  of  Revenue  within  30  days  after  receipt. 

2.  The  Department  of  revenue  shall  assign  an  operation  number  and  furnish  without  cost  to 
the  landowner  a  certificate  (to  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place)  and  "Report  to  Cut" 
form. 

3.  Failure  to  file  the  "Intent  to  Cut"  before  starting  the  cutting  operation  constitutes  a 
misdemeanor  (a  fine  can  be  imposed  also  up  to  one  year  in  jail). 

4.  Failure  to  post  a  certificate  shall  constitute  a  violation  (a  fine  can  be  imposed). 
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Report  of  Cut  Requirements 

The  "Report  to  Cut"  form  must  be  filled  with  the  Assessing  Officials  indicating  all  wood  and 
timber  cut  within  60  days  after  completion  of  the  operation.  Tow  copies  of  this  report  shall  be 
mailed  to  the  Department  of  Revenue. 

"Report  to  Cut"  forms  are  due  April  1 5*  of  said  year.  It  is  necessary  to  report  all  woodcuts 
even  if  no  wood  or  timber  is  cut,  if  an  "Intent  to  Cut"  form  was  filed. 

The  landowner  and  the  person  who  does  the  cutting  of  timber  must  sign  the  "Report  of  Cut" 
form  under  penalty  of  perjury  certifying  to  the  accuracy  of  the  volume  of  wood  and  timber 
harvested.  Failure  to  file  a  report  of  cut  or  falsification  of  figures  shall  constitute  a 
misdemeanor  (a  fine  can  be  imposed). 

Doomage:  If  an  owner  neglects  to  file  a  report  or  willfully  falsifies  a  report;  the  Assessing 
Officials  shall  assess  doomage,  which  is  two  (2)  times  what  the  tax  would  have  been,  if  the 
report  has  been  properly  files.  Refer  to  R.A.  79:12  for  the  complete  statute  on  doomage. 
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ELDERLY  EXEMPTION 

Those  applying  for  the  Exemption  must  qualify  by  meeting  the  following  guidelines  and 
the  deadline  of  August  V\ 

1 .  The  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five  (5) 
years  preceding  April  1**  in  which  the  exemptions  claimed  own  the  real  estate 
individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse, 
they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five  (5)  years. 

2.  Person  must  be  age  65  by  April  1* . 

3.  The  taxpayer  must  have  a  gross  income  of  not  more  than  $35,000.00,  or  if 

married  a  combined  gross  income  of  not  more  than  $50,000.00.  Income  shall 
include  Social  Security,  Pensions  and  Disabilities,  interest  from  Stocks  and 
Bonds,  or  a  part-time  job. 

To  apply  for  the  first  time  for  an  Elderly  Exemption  ALL  the  following  documentation 
must  be  done  prior  to  calling  for  an  appointment.

It  is  the  end  of  another  year  and  yet  again,  another  year  of  unsurpassed  growth 
in  our  community.  As  you  read  these  reports  you  will  detect  a  common  thread  -  growth. 
Unfortunately  as  the  population  increases,  the  municipal  needs  also  increase.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  Town  Government  was  once  again  handed  a  default  budget.  As  the 
overall  numbers  have  proven,  it  will  really  take  more  than  what  we  have  to  provide 
minimal  services.  We  will  do  our  best  to  provide  you  our  best  services  with  what  he  have 
to  work  with. 

The  past  year  has  proven  to  be  an  interesting  one  in  this  Department.  While 
watching  the  different  project  evolve  certain  patterns  have  been  noted.  The  "baby 
boomers"  are  making  themselves  known.  "55  and  older"  housing  is  the  approval  of 
choice.  We  have  completed,  constructed  and  are  reviewing  numerous  projects  directly 
targeted  to  the  "55  &  older"  group.  Lafond  Ave.,  Mammoth  Road,  Jensen's  Brook  Ridge, 
Berry  Hill.  There  are  also  two  more  projects  proposed  on  route  3.  We  are  in  the  final 
review  stages  for  the  Huttig  project,  which  will  be  the  largest  building  in  Hooksett.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

June  30,  2004  marks  the  end  of  another  busy  year  for  the  Hooksett  Conservation 
Commission.  This  year  included  the  typical  work  of  mandated  responsibilities.  Many 
plans  with  wetland  impacts  were  reviewed  and  recommendations  were  made  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Wetlands  Bureau,  the  Hooksett  Planning  Board  and  the  Hooksett  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustments.  The  Commission  also  conducted  site  walks  and  continued  to 
provide  conservation  information  to  residents. 

This  year  was  the  tenth  successful  year  for  the  continuing  tradition  of  the  HCC  to 
sponsor  Hooksett  students  to  a  week  at  the  Barry  Conservation  Camp  in  Berlin,  N.H.,  a 
NH  4-H  Camp.  The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  teachers  at  the  Hooksett 
Memorial  School  for  their  continued  support  with  this  program. 

The  Commission  continues  to  assist  the  citizens  of  Hooksett  with  projects,  while  helping 
to  minimize  the  impacts  to  the  town's  natural  resources.  Major  issues  this  year  included 
ongoing  review  of  environmental  studies  on  the  Head's  Pond  area,  beginning  awareness 
of  the  allocation  of  current  use  taxes,  assisting  in  development  of  the  Open  Space 
Section  of  the  draft  Master  Plan,  and  seeking  and  obtaining  planning  assistance  from  the 
Southern  NH  Planning  Commission  to  develop  an  Open  Space  Plan.  This  year  a 
warrant  article  increasing  the  percentage  of  the  land  use  change  tax  allocated  to  the 
Conservation  Fund  to  one  hundred  percent  was  passed  by  Town  vote.  This  increase  in 
the  tax  allocation  will  continue  to  bolster  land  protection  efforts. 

The  Commission  also  retained  several  seniors  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
this  year  to  research  and  prepare  a  detailed  report,  including  map  overlays,  identifying 
those  areas  in  the  town,  which  should  be  specifically  targeted  for  conservation  purposes. 
It  is  anticipated  that  this  data  will  be  critical  as  the  town  moves  forward  in  developing  its 
Master  Plan. 

This  year  the  Commission  welcomed  Jim  Walter  as  a  new  alternate  member  and  Cindy 
Robertson  as  a  full  member.  Additionally,  we  are  very  pleased  that  Tim  Johnson  and 
Marcel  LaBonville  have  agreed  to  continue  serving  as  the  chair  and  vice-chair 
respectively  for  another  term. 

The  Hooksett  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  7:00 
p.m.  in  the  Municipal  Building.  We  encourage  all  residents  to  provide  input  on 
conservation  related  matters.  Residents  interested  in  becoming  members  or  interested 
in  participating  in  a  specific  project  are  urged  to  contact  the  Conservation  Commission. 
All  of  us  extend  our  deepest  thank  you  to  the  community  for  your  continued  support  and 
interest.

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FAMILY  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

YOUTH  SERVICES 

The  Family  Services  Department  offers  various  intervention  and  prevention  services  to 
Hooksett  youth  who  are  in  danger  of  becoming  or  have  become  involved  with  the  juvenile  justice 
system. 

The  Family  Services  Department  collaborates  with  the  Hooksett  Police  Department  and 
the  Hooksett  Prosecutor  to  offer  court  diversion  services  to  first  time  juvenile  offenders.  Family 
Services  also  provides  assistance  to  families  expehencing  various  difficulties  by  providing 
intervention  through  behavior  contracts,  follow-up  support,  and  referral  services. 

The  Alternative  to  Out  of  School  Suspension  program  for  middle  and  high  school 
students  is  offered  through  the  Family  Services  Department  and  the  Hooksett  School  District. 
This  program  is  both  an  accountability  and  prevention  program  designed  to  give  students  an 
opportunity  to  make  up  work  and  participate  in  activities  aimed  at  motivating  them  to  return  to  the 
school  setting.  It  is  located  at  the  Hooksett  Public  Library.  Due  to  personnel  issues,  this  program 
was  not  offered  during  the  past  school  year.  However,  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  program 
resuming  in  2004-2005. 

Again  this  summer,  through  the  generous  donations  of  the  Salvation  Army,  Family 
Services  was  able  to  provide  several  summer  camp  scholarships  to  low-income  children  for  the 
Hooksett  Fun  in  the  Sun  program  and  Camp  Sebago  in  Maine. 

Due  to  the  increased  need  for  new  and  gently  used  children's  clothing,  The  Family 
Services  Department  is  currently  working  with  members  of  several  community  service 
organizations  to  establish  a  clothing  program  for  Hooksett  children.  This  program  has  been 
named  "Kids  Closet"  and  is  expected  to  be  funded  and  supported  through  the  Hooksett  Kiwanis 
Club  when  it  begins  later  this  year. 

GENERAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  Department  of  Family  Services  administers  General  Assistance  to  families  in  need 
under  RSA  165.  In  this  capacity,  the  Family  Services  Department  has  provides  for  basic  needs 
such  as  shelter,  food,  fuel,  and  medication.  The  General  Assistance  program  is  designed  to 
provide  short-term,  emergency  assistance  until  recipients  become  employed,  or  receive  long-term 
assistance  from  the  state  or  federal  government.  All  recipients  of  General  Assistance  agree  to 
reimburse  the  Town  when  they  return  to  an  income  status  that  allows  them  to  do  so. 

In  the  past  year,  123  applications  for  General  Assistance  were  processed,  and  95  of 
these  applicants  were  found  to  be  eligible  for  some  type  of  assistance.  The  majority  of  the 
applicants  also  utilized  other  Hooksett  programs  such  as  the  Salvation  Army  (Hooksett  unit),  the 
Hooksett  Emergency  Relief  Committee,  the  Hooksett  Food  Pantry,  the  Clothing  Shed,  and  the 
Lions  Club.  Hooksett  is  fortunate  to  have  organizations  such  as  these  that  help  to  meet  a  wide 
variety  of  needs  while  saving  taxpayer  dollars. 

Fuel  Assistance  and  Energy  Assistance  programs  including  Neighbor  Helping  Neighbor, 
are  also  available  to  Hooksett  families  in  need.  The  Community  Action  Program  (CAP)  in 
Suncook  administers  these  programs.  In  addition,  CAP  also  assists  Hooksett  residents  with  a 
variety  of  food  programs  such  as  Commodity  Foods,  WIC,  and  Meals-On-Wheels. 

Several  Hooksett  residents  also  received  housing  assistance  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Housing  Finance  Authority  Section  8  housing  program.  Some  uninsured  residents 
were  able  to  utilize  the  Medication  Bridge  program  for  their  medication  needs. 
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In  addition  to  providing  General  Assistance,  each  holiday  season  the  Family  Services 
Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Hooksett  schools,  provide  holiday  baskets  and  gifts  for 
families  and  children  in  Hooksett.  This  program  is  possible  through  the  help  and  generosity  of 
many  Hooksett  organizations  and  businesses.  This  past  year,  a  total  of  83  Hooksett  families, 
including  over  190  children  were  served.

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FIRE-RESCUE  DEPARTMENT 

Hooksett  Fire-Rescue 
Chief  Of  Department 


The  Hooksett  Fire-Rescue  is  a  combination  Fire  department  with  30  full  time  personnel  providing 
Fire,  Rescue,  Emergency  medical  services  (EMS),  Hazardous  material  and  WMD  services  to  the 
community. 

The  Fire  Department  serves  a  community  of  12,280  residents  and  a  weekly  daytime  population  of 

approximately  35,000  with  the  industry  Hooksett  attracts.  The  town  is  approximately  36.3  square 

miles  and  has  2-staffed  Fire  stations  24  hour  a  day. 

Last  year  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Hooksett  Fire-Rescue.  The  department  responded  to  1865 

calls  ranging  from  Fire,  EMS  and  Hazardous  Material  Incidents. 

The  Fire  Department  and  the  Town  is  growing  extremely  fast.  Many  new  businesses  are  opening 

and  many  plans  come  through  our  Fire  Prevention  office  daily. 

The  Fire  Prevention  bureau  is  conducting  on  average  150  inspections  monthly  with  both  Deputy 
Hoisington  and  Lt.  Covey  busy  at  work.  Currently  we  have  21  Cisterns  in  the  town.  (Cisterns  are 
water  tanks  that  hold  30,000  gallons  of  water)  In  areas  where  there  is  no  Municipal  water  that 
need  continual  inspections. 

The  Training  Division  has  also  been  very  busy  with  continual  Emergency  medical 
Re-certification  and  monthly  Fire  training. 

Post  9-1 1  has  changed  the  world  for  everyone  but  has  also  put  a  strain  on  all  of  your  Emergency 
services.  The  Fire  Department  has  been  working  closely  with  Emergency  Management 
conducting  drills  in  the  EOC  for  any  major  incidents  within  our  community.  Through  Homeland 
Security  Grants  new  128  channel  mobile  radios  will  be  installed  for  all  Fire  and  EMS  providers' 
vehicles  in  the  state  of  NH,  This  program  is  called  the  NH  Dept.  of  Safety  Radio  Interoperability 
Project.  Soon  after  the  mobile  radios  have  been  installed  will  come  the  portable  radios.  The 
reason  these  radios  are  being  installed  is  to  prevent  the  communication  issues  that  were 
experienced  during  9-1 1 .  These  radios  will  give  us  the  capability  to  talk  to  any  Fire  department 
statewide  on  1  common  frequency. 

The  Fire  department  applied  for  and  has  received  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $1 00,800.00  from  the 
US  Department  of  Homeland  Security.  This  Grant  was  written  to  install  a  source  captured 
Vehicle  exhaust  system  for  both  Fire  stations  and  also  to  install  a  sprinkler  system  at  Station  One. 
These  projects  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  facilities  and  for  the  health  +safety  of  our  employees. 
All  of  our  employees  have  done  an  exceptional  job  in  keeping  up  with  the  fast  moving  Fire  service 
world  that  continually  changes  on  a  day-to-day  basis. 

Summary: 

The  Citizens  of  Hooksett  should  be  proud  to  have  such  a  dedicated  bunch  of  Firefighters  who 

belong  to  the  Hooksett  Fire-Rescue.  All  employees  demonstrate  a  positive  image  and  have  great 

work  ethics. 

The  Excessive  demands  on  your  safety  services  are  increasing  daily  due  to  the  amount  of  growth 

within  our  community.  The  Exit  10  growth  has  increased  our  call  volume  dramatically.  The 

demands  for  a  fire  station  in  this  area  are  needed  and  are  currently  being  discussed  with  the 

developers. 

I  would  like  to  send  special  thanks  to  Assistant  Chief  Dean  Jore,  Captain  Gary  Lambert  and 

Administrative  assistant  Sue  Labonville  for  the  amount  of  time  they  dedicated  to  the  preparation 

ofthe  2004-2005  budget. 
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The  Fire  Department  welcomes  all  residents  to  visit  either  Fire  station  to  view  the  facilities  and  to 
become  familiar  with  their  Firefighters. 

The  dedicated  employees  that  work  for  the  Hooksett  Fire-Rescue  make  myself  proud  and  should 
make  all  residents  proud  and  feel  extremely  safe  to  know  these  people  put  their  lives  on  the  line 
24  hours  a  day  7  days  a  week  for  us,  (the  residents)  of  Hooksett  NH.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildiand  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us 
assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is 
required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  all  outside  burning, 
even  if  the  ground  where  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  area)  is  completely  covered  with 
snow.  Violations  of  the  fire  permit  law  and  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000.00  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of 
suppressing  the  fire. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning.  Contact  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at  (800)  498-6868  or  wvyw.des.state.nh.us  for 
more  information. 

Help  us  protect  you  and  our  forest  resources.  Most  New  Hampshire  wildfires  are  human  caused. 
Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  the 
house  and  making  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.  Contact  your  Fire 
Department  or  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  at  www.nhdfl.org  or  271-2217 
for  wildiand  fire  safety  information.

We  paved  6700  ft  of  Hackett  Hill,  there  will  be  more  paving  done  on  Hackett  Hill  this 
upcoming  year.  We  also  paved  Chester  Turnpike,  Corriveau  Dr,  and  Leonard  Ave. 

Fleet  maintenance  is  provided  by  the  Highway  Department.  Fleet  maintenance 
continues  to  be  busy  on  a  daily  basis.

Our  purpose  is  to  bring  togetiier  tiiose  people  interested  in  history,  and  especially  in  the 
history  of  Hooksett,  NH.  Understanding  the  history  of  our  community  is  basic  to  our  democratic 
way  of  life,  gives  us  a  better  understanding  of  our  state  and  nation  and  promotes  a  better 
appreciation  of  our  American  heritage. 

In  2003  the  Hooksett  Historical  Society  (HHS)  had  a  dedicated  group  of  volunteers  who 
met  monthly  to  discuss  Hooksett's  history  and  ways  to  preserve  it.  Some  contribute  to  multiple 
projects  throughout  the  year,  others  volunteer  helping  out  with  individual  events.  HHS 
encourages  all  types  of  volunteer  participation. 

We  have  just  recently  purchased  a  computer  program  (Past-Perfect)  with  much  thanks  to 
you  the  citizens  of  Hooksett.  This  program  will  help  compile  all  items  in  the  custody  of  the  HHS 
that  includes  but  not  limited  to  items  such  as  photos,  town  reports,  books,  clothing  and  many 
other  memorabilia  of  past  will  be  copied  and  will  be  for  public  display  at  the  Town  Library  on 
Hooksett  Road.  All  original  items  are  securely  stored  at  the  Arah  Prescott  Library,  located  next  to 
Town  Hall.

Village  School  -  filming  the  closing  ceremony  of  this  great  town  asset. 

Information  -  The  HHS  also  was  asked  for  any  natural  or  cultural  information  relating  to 
projects  of  interest  such  as  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Pine  St.  Bridge,  the  site  of  the  new 
Verizon  building  located  on  Rt.  28  bypass  and  the  Southern  NH  Planning  update  of 
Natural  &  Cultural  sites  (co-project  with  the  Heritage  Commission). 

Society  members,  Carolyn  Schroeder  and  Kathie  Northrup,  have  revived  the  Heritage 
Commission  running  parallel  with  the  Historical  Society  ideals  and  collecting  oral  histories  of 
Hooksett's  citizens.

Passing 

Donald  Duford  passed  away  on  March  3,  2004.  Don  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  Hooksett, 
self-employed  as  a  General  Contractor,  built  and  later  on  ran  the  Farmer's  Market  store  on  Rt.  3A 
in  Hooksett,  responsible  for  planning  the  Hooksett  District  Courthouse,  Hooksett  Safety  Center, 
the  Highway  Center  and  the  Transfer  Station  and  was  a  former  town  councilor.  "Farmer 
Extraordinaire"  was  his  name  to  many  that  knew  him,  for  he  valued  the  simple  life  of  raising 
bovines,  growing  the  town's  best  pumpkins  and  other  vegetables  yet  a  respected  business 
associate  to  many  and  a  taxpayer  watchdog  making  sure  that  everybody  in  the  town's 
government  operated  within  their  means  and  money  was  spent  wisely.  Don  was  a  rare  person  in 
today's  society,  volunteering  his  time  countless  hours  sharing  his  views  and  experiences. 
Sometimes  these  views  sparked  much  discussion  and  debate,  and  at  the  end  of  the  meeting,  he 
would  still  be  your  friend,  willing  to  share  a  cup  of  coffee  and  chat  about  other  issues.  See  you 
later  dear  friend. 

Coramae  Sheets  Corsetti  passed  away  on  May  24,  2004.  Coramae  Sheets  Corsetti  was 
a  member  and  spouse  of  Hooksett  Historical  Society's  past  president  Ronald  Corsetti.  She 
volunteered  countless  hours  at  the  Arab  Prescott  Library  as  one  of  many  curators  of  the  library. 
She  was  also  a  member  of  the  Mensa  Society  and  The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  located  in 
New  York.  She  collected  and  acquired  fine  arts  and  antiques  as  a  hobby. 

Village  School  -  June  25,  2004  the  Village  School  closed  its  doors.  The  process  has  started  to 
pass  this  valuable  historical  asset  over  to  the  Town  for  a  Town  Hall/community  center  per  the 
citizens,  due  to  an  overwhelming  vote  on  both  the  February  School  vote  and  the  May  Town 
general  election.  Originally  the  67-year  old  building  had  4  rooms  and  was  built  after  the  Flood  of 
1936  destroyed  the  first  one  and  later  added  on  again  in  1962  to  its  current  structure.  "V  is  for 
Village"  as  the  students'  last  project  was  a  pictorial  calendar  of  the  great  memories  this  school 
gave  them. 

Town  Administrator  Michael  Farrell  resigned  with  Town  Councilor  Paul  Loiselle  stepping  up  to  the 
plate  for  the  last  6  months  of  2003  and  what  a  fine  job  he  did.  Paul's  family  deserves  a  round  of 
thanks  for  sharing  him  with  us.

Hooksett  Town  planner. 

NH  is  celebrating  the  200*  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Franklin  Pierce  (1804-1869)  and  his 
unexpected  rise  of  power  from  the  frontier  town  of  Hillsborough  to  the  leader  of  a  young  Republic. 

On  a  national  note  it  is  the  200*  year  celebration  of  the  Lewis  &  Clark  Expedition  -  "The  Corps  of 
Discovery",  set  out  from  Illinois  and  headed  up  the  Missouri  River,  trekked  over  the  Continental 
Divide  and  down  the  Columbia  River  crossing  this  country's  vast  territory.  Two  of  the  group 
hailed  from  NH;  Sgt.  John  Ordway  (Hebron)  and  Pvt.  Alexander  Hamilton  (Charlestown).  This 
excursion  was  not  one  of  two  men  named  Lewis  &  Clark,  but  of  a  community  on  the  move  who 
together  thorough  a  shared  purpose  enabled  them  to  surmount  ail  the  odds  and  achieve  great 
things.  Their  story  reminds  us  of  essential  American  promise  from  diversity,  strength;  from 
different  origins,  a  common  destination;  E  pluribus  unum. 
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The  Hooksett  Historical  Society  meets  at  6:30pm  on  the  last  Thursday  of  the  months 
March,  April,  May,  June,  September  and  October.  Meetings  are  held  in  March  at  the  Town's

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HOOKSETT  HERITAGE  COMMISSION 

The  Hooks  ett  Heritage  Commission  was  established  in  1  998  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  R  S  A  67  3. 
It  essentially  had  been  inactive  until  J  uly  of  2003  when  three  members  joined  councilor  Patricia  R  ueppel  on 
the  comm  ission.  By  S  eptember,  it  was  fully  staffed  with  five  members  and  alternates.  R  S  A  674:44-a  states 
thata  "heritage  comm  ission  may  be  established  in  accordance  with  RSA  673  for  the  proper  recognition,  use, 
and  protection  of  resources,  tangible  or  intangible,  primarily  man-made,  that  are  valued  for  their  historic, 
cultural,  aesthetic,  or  community  significance  within  their  natural,  built,  or  cultural  contexts." 

The  duties  of  a  heritage  commission  are  generally  outlined  in  674:44-b.  A  commission  has  advisory 
and  review  authority  and  is  charged  with  surveying  and  inventorying  all  cultural  resources;  conducting 
research  and  publishing  findings;  assisting  the  planning  board,  as  requested,  in  the  development  and  review 
of  those  sections  of  the  master  plan  which  address  cultural  and  historic  resources;  advising,  upon  request, 
local  agencies  and  other  local  boa  rds  in  their  review  of  requests  on  matters  affecting  or  potentially  affecting 
cultural  and  historic  resources;  coordinating  activities  with  appropriate  service  organizations  and  nonprofit 
groups;  and  receiving  gifts  of  money  and  property,  both  real  and  personal,  in  the  name  of  the  town,  subject 
to  the  a  pproval  of  the  council. 

The  comm  ission  was  re  activated  after  the  town's  budget  process  was  completed  so  we  have  been 
operating  without  an  allocation  of  funds.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  receive  over  $1,700  in  cash  and  in-kind 
donations  from  other  sources.  W  ithout  the  generosity  of  these  donors,  we  would  have  been  unable  to 
accomplish  many  of  the  projects  we  had  identified. 

We  were  asked  by  Southern  New  Ha  mps  hire  P  lanning  Commission  to  participate  in  the  updating  of 
a  1  998/1  999  map  of  cultural  resources.  W  or  king  with  the  Historical  S  ociety,  this  update  was  completed  and 
will  serve  as  the  basis  for  our  statutory  task  to  "survey  and  inventory  all  cultural  resources."  Our  plan  is  to 
research  each  site  and  prepare  a  narrative  outlining  its  history  and  importance  to  the  Town  of  Hooks  ett.  The 
commission  also  participated  in  the  preparation  of  Hooks ett's  Open  S  pace  P  Ian. 

As  part  of  our  information  gathering,  commission  members  and  guests  took  a  two -hour  van  tour  in 
October  of  historic  sites  in  the  village  area.  DotRobieandRoger  Hebert  were  our  expert  commentators.  At 
a  public  sess  ion  in  J  anuary,  former  president  of  the  His  torica  I  Society,  R  ick  Hedrick,  offered  his  "Ho  ok  sett: 
Then  &  Now"  presentation. 

Ongoing -Oral  History  Project:  The  Heritage  Commission,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  is  gathering  and 
preserving  historical  information  through  recorded  interviews  on  past  events  and  life  in  Hooksett.  By 
interviewing  diverse  Individ  ua  Is  with  varying  backgrounds  a  nd  ages  from  all  areas  of  town,  a  comprehens  ive 
picture  of  life  in  Hooksett  will  be  developed.  Twenty-four  interviews  have  been  conducted  to  date.  These 
tapes  will  be  available  atthe  Hooksett  Public  Library  and  excerpts  used  to  create  educational  presentations 
for  schools  and  other  groups. 


Ongoing  -  Head  Chapel  Preservation:  With  the 
approval  of  the  Town  Council,  the  commission  adopted  the 
preservation  of  Head  Chapel,  built  in  1839  and  formerly 
Hooksetfs  District  No.  1  school,  as  a  project.  Working  in 
cooperation  with  town  officials,  boards  and  commissions,  private 
organizations,  and  volunteers,  the  comm  ission  plans  to  oversee 
work  necessary  to  sta  bilize  the  building  a  nd  interior.  O  ur  ultimate 
goal  is  to  make  the  building  available  for  public  use  and 
educational  purposes.  James  L.  Garvin,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire's  Architectural  Historian  said  that  "both  buildings 
embody  and  portray  the  educational  history  of  Hooksett  and  are 
a  significant  social  and  architectural  legacy  for  the  town."  He 
noted  that  the  "Heritage  Commission  will  do  the  town  and  the 
state    a    great    service    by    preserving    this    important   part  of 


Hooksett's  heritage." 

The  commission  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  We  welcome  volunteers  interested  in  our  work 
and  would  be  pleased  to  receive  input  from  the  public.

During  the  period  of  July  2003  through  June  2004,  the  Hooksett  Planning  Board  met  in  public 
session  29  times;  141  individual  public  hearings  were  held  at  the  request  of  applicants,  and  8 
workshops  were  held  during  which  the  Board  considered  long-range  land  use  planning  issues. 

Some  of  the  larger  projects  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Board  included:  91 -units  of  age-restricted 
manufactured  housing  just  east  of  Hunt  and  Dartmouth  Streets;  secondary  commercial 
developments  at  Exit  10;  a  Verizon  switching  station  and  broadcast  tower  on  Londonderry 
Turnpike;  new  building  for  Harvest  Baptist  Church  on  Hackett  Hill  Road;  65  lot  residential 
subdivision  known  as  Carriage  Hill  north  of  Granite  Street  on  Route  3;  372  units  of  residential 
housing  at  Granite  Hill;  and  Mixed  Use  District  2  zone  master  plan  for  Southern  NH  University's 
north  campus  area  that  contains  400  residential  units  and  several  commercial  parcels.  Several 
other  major  projects  are  under  review  as  we  proceed  into  the  next  fiscal  year.

In  addition  to  the  applicant  matters,  the  Planning  Board  held  eight  (8)  workshop  meetings  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  long-range  land  use  issues.  These  workshops  included  meetings  with  3A 
Development,  Inc.  concerning  the  master  plan  for  the  North  Campus  land  east  of  Mount  Saint 
Mary's  apartments;  meetings  with  Manchester  Sand  &  Gravel  concerning  their  master  plan  and 
the  development  of  land  adjacent  to  the  intersection  of  Route  3  and  Industrial  Park  Drive;  and  five 
meetings  with  community  volunteers  concerning  the  draft  Town  Master  Plan. 

As  is  usual  each  year,  the  Board  held  public  hearings  concerning  amendments  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance;  this  year  there  were  language  changes  only — no  changes  to  the  zoning  of  any 
parcels. 

We  appreciate  the  assistance  of  our  consulting  engineers:  Dufresne-Henry,  CLD  Consulting 
Engineers,  and  L.C.  Engineering  Company  for  the  help  they  have  been  to  both  the  applicants  and 
to  the  Town.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  Jayson  Brennen  of  Camp  Dresser  &  McKee,  Inc.  for  his 
assistance  with  our  ArcView-based  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  program.  The  aerial 
photography  (flown  April  2003)  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  Town's  planning  efforts  and  to 
interested  members  of  the  community. 

The  Community  Development  Department  has  been  actively  engaged  in  a  number  of  long-range 
planning  projects  in  addition  to  staffing  the  Planning  Board.  We  have  been  extremely  busy  this 
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year  working  with  the  IVlaster  Plan  Update  Committee  (IVIPUC).  More  than  sixty  volunteers  from 
the  community  have  spent  many  hours  in  meetings  and  in  writing  the  thirteen  chapters  of  the 
Town  Master  Plan.  We  are  grateful  to  Fougere  Planning  &  Development,  Inc.  of  Milford  for  their 
assistance  integrating  the  work  of  our  many  volunteers.  We  expect  to  have  an  edition  of  this  Plan 
available  for  public  scrutiny  before  hearings  are  held  this  fall. 

Department  staff  has  continued  to  work  with  the  Community  Economic  Development  Corporation 
of  Hooksett  (CEDCOH).  Charles  Watson  is  the  Town's  representative  and  sits  on  the  CEDCOH 
Board.  During  this  fiscal  year,  CEDCOH  and  the  Town  jointly  funded  the  Hooksett  Village 
Charrette,  a  community  design  effort  that  has  resulted  in  a  publication.  It  is  now  avail  for  public 
perusal  at  Town  Hall  or  the  Hooksett  Public  Library.  With  the  help  of  CEDCOH  and  the  Center 
for  Community  Economic  Development  at  Southern  NH  University,  we  have  finalized  the  results 
of  the  survey  conducted  last  summer;  this  data  is  also  available  at  Town  Hall  and  the  Hooksett 
Library. 

The  Department,  with  help  from  Dufresne-Henry  Engineering,  has  produced  a  preliminary  layout 
of  the  southern  portion  of  the  "Parkway"  as  recommended  in  the  Master  Plan.  Although  the 
warrant  article  failed  this  spring  for  completing  a  feasibility  study  for  this  mile  and  a  half  roadway 
from  Exit  9  to  north  of  Martin's  Ferry  Road,  we  are  hopeful  that  the  voters  in  the  future  will  see  the 
value  of  this  road  to  promote  additional  non-residential  economic  development  in  the  center  of 
our  community. 

We  are  currently  working  on  an  updated  version  of  the  non-residential  site  plan  regulations;  and 
have  executed  a  contract  with  Vanasse,  Hangen,  Brustlin  of  Bedford  to  establish  a  schedule  for 
roadway  impact  fees.  We  have  also  developed  a  "Request  For  Proposals"  to  have  an  outside 
firm  study  the  applicability  of  Performance  Zoning  along  four  (4)  segments  of  our  Route  3 
corridor;  we  expect  to  have  bids  ready  to  bring  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Council  during  the 
summer  2004. 

During  2001  and  2002,  this  department,  with  assistance  from  consultant  Bruce  Mayberry, 
developed  a  school  impact  fee  schedule  and  fee  schedules  for  public  safety  (fire  and  police)  and 
recreation.  The  total  value  of  impact  fees  assessed  against  development  projects  since  May  of 
2001  has  amounted  to  about  $950,000  with  about  $215,000  of  that  yet  to  be  collected.  School 
impact  fees  constitute  about  70%  of  the  $735,000  so  far  collected.  Public  safety  and  recreation 
impact  fees  have  been  assessed  since  October  2002;  as  of  March  2004,  the  Town  had  invoiced 
about  $104,000  for  fire,  about  $17,000  for  police,  and  about  $21 ,000  for  recreation. 

We  are  grateful  to  David  Hess,  Steve  Couture  and  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission, 
and  to  the  work  by  Jack  Munn  of  the  Southern  NH  Planning  Commission  for  their  efforts  in 
producing  the  Hooksett  Open  Space  Study;  this  report  is  expected  to  be  presented  to  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission  during  the  summer  2004. 

Doug  St.  Pierre,  Ken  Burgess,  Bob  Sullivan,  and  Pat  O'Leary  served  as  members  of  this  year's 
Capital  Improvement  Program  (CIP)  Committee.  The  entire  Planning  Board  reviews  and 
approves  the  CIP  Plan.  This  CIP  Plan  outlines  various  capital  projects  for  a  six-year  period.  It  is 
an  important  planning  tool  for  the  Town.  We  invite  your  participation  in  the  CIP  hearings.

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PUBLIC  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Hooksett  Public  Library  has  finished  a  year  of  transition.  Our  library  director,  Frances  E. 
Hebert,  retired  on  June  30,  2004  after  36  plus  years  of  service  to  the  Hooksett  community.  Fran 
brought  the  library  from  the  early  days  at  the  Arah  Prescott  Library,  a  building  with  no  bathroom 
and  where  she  shoveled  the  walks  to  the  beautiful  facility  we  have  now.  Her  mission  has  been  to 
provide  the  highest  quality  service  to  the  library's  patrons.  She  is  loved  by  not  only  the  library's 
patrons  but  also  by  the  wider  Hooksett  community  and  she  will  certainly  be  missed.  Luckily,  Fran 
gave  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  year  to  find  a  new  director.  After  a  long  and  involved  search  the 
Trustees  have  hired    Amy  Lapointe,  who  was  Assistant  Director  at  the  Goffstown  Public  Library. 
The  Trustees  and  Fran  are  very  excited  to  have  Amy  on  board  and  we  invite  everyone  to  come  in 
soon  to  meet  her. 

This  year  has  also  seen  the  loss  of  two  key  staff  members  with  many  years  of  Hooksett  and 
library  knowledge  between  them.    Pat  Gate  retired  in  December  after  28  years  of  service  in  the 
Library  Technical  Services  Department.  Mark  Glisson,  who  was  previously  working  at  the  front 
desk,  has  replaced  her.  Cathy  Felch  retired  in  May  from  her  second  career  at  the  library,  having 
served  the  public  for  16  years  in  the  Circulation  and  Inter  Library  Loan  Departments.  We  wish  all 
of  our  retirees  many  happy  and  fulfilling  retirement  years  ahead.  All  of  these  changes  bring  new 
faces  to  the  library.  Two  new  staff  members  on  board  are  Rosemary  Beaudoin  and  Kathy 
Cisinski  whom  you  will  meet  at  the  front  desk.  While  some  of  the  faces  may  be  different  you  can 
be  sure  that  everyone  is  fully  committed  to  doing  their  very  best   to  serve  all  of  our  patrons. 

The  Trustees  have  continued  to  work  on  new  programs  for  various  people  in  the  community. 
This  past  year  we  have  offered  CPR  classes  in  conjunction  with  the  Fire  Department,  babysitting 
classes  for  teens  with  the  Red  Cross,  and  computer  classes  taught  by  Jeff  and  Kathy  Scott.  We 
have  also  seen  full  implementation  of  the  Gates  computers.  These  modern  computers  are  very 
popular  with  patrons  and  are  always  in  use.  The  Gates  lab  is  also  being  used  more  often  as  a 
training  center  for  local  groups,  area  libraries  and  the  State  Library. 

This  past  May  we  received  a  Humanities  grant  and  had  a  speaker  Glen  Swanson  discuss  various 
topics  on  the  Middle  East  that  were  well  received  His  three  session  series  attracted  over  one 
hundred  listener  for  this  very  timely  information. 

The  library  has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  an  Automatic  Defibrillator,  which  was  donated  to  us  by 
Catholic  Medical  Center.  It  will  be  available  for  use  in  the  meeting  room  downstairs  if  necessary. 

The  Art  committee  has  been  busy  displaying  the  works  of  local  artists  such  as  Mary  Ruel,  Fern 
Daigle,  Lee  Campbell,  Irene  DuPont,  Robin  Boyd  and  Virginia  Casper. 

We  have  added  997  books,  and  have  subscriptions  to  5  newspapers  and  147 

magazines.  Our  online  databases  are  very  popular  and  are  available  either  on  library  computers 

or  from  the  comfort  of  patrons'  homes. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  sponsored  movie  pizza  nights  and  bought  a  beautiful  rug  for  the 
Children's  Room.  We  are  thankful  for  their  continued  support. 

The  Children's  room  continues  to  buzz  with  the  activity  of  5  story  hours  per  week,  which  keeps 
Miss  Vicky  quite  busy.  She  also  offers  periodic  nighttime  story  hours  as  well  as  a  monthly 
Toddler  Story  Hour.  The  theme  of  this  summers  reading  program  is  "Check  Out  A  Hero"  which  is 
proving  to  be  quite  popular. 

As  always,  the  trustees  continue  to  work  on  improving  services  at  the  library.  We  look  forward  to 
serving  you  and  seeing  you  soon.

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SEWER  COMMISSION 


The  Board  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month,  at  12:00  noon,  at  the 
treatment  plant  office. 

This  year,  due  to  the  slow  start  in  getting  our  composting  operation  going,  we  will  have 
to  temporarily  haul  our  biosolids  off-site.  We  are  working  on  finding  a  vendor  to  carry 
them  to  where  ever  they  will  be  deposited. 

Thus,  the  bad  news.  We  must  raise  the  sewer  rate  .50  cents  per  thousand  gallons  from 
$2.70  to  $3.20  per  thousand  gallons.  These  new  rates  will  be  in  place  until  the  new 
composting  operation  is  up  and  running.  At  that  time,  the  rates  will  revert  back  to  $2.70 
because  trucking  off-site  will  no  longer  be  required. 

The  sewer  plant  is  now  at  capacity.  We  are  in  the  process  of  acquiring  a  loan  from  the 
State.  We  have  not  as  yet  worked  out  the  terms.  This  3.5  million-dollar  loan  will 
complete  phase  one  of  our  expansion,  which  should  take  us  through  the  ciarifier  stage. 
The  total  expansion  should  cost  about  9  million  dollars  and  we  intend  to  pay  for  it  with 
system  development  fees  and  the  budget.   During  the  expansion  it  is  our  intention  to 
keep  the  rates  at  $2.70  per  thousand  gallons. 

We  have  two  new  hires  this  year.  A  full-time  billing  clerk  and  a  part-time  financial 
advisor  who  is  a  CPA.  These  new  additions  should  bring  the  office  staff  to  full 
compliment. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  appreciate  the  efforts  of  all  the  employees  on  behalf  of  the 
department  and  to  all  the  other  departments  for  their  cooperation.

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This  year  encompassed  significant  events  and  history  at  Hooksett's  Solid  Waste  facihty. 

The  picture  in  the  upper  right  is  of  three  people  who  have  impacted  the  management  of  solid  waste  for  over  30 
years.  On  the  right  is  Kemp  Holt.  Kemp  worked  at  the  dump,  as  it  was  called  when  it  was  an  operating  landfill. 
Over  the  years,  the  site  stopped  land  filling  waste  and  capped  the  filled  area.  Then  a  series  of  buildings  were 
built  to  dump  trash  into  trailers,  collect  recyclables,  and  collect  and  separate  other  materials  such  as  wood, 
brush,  metal,  batteries  and  electronics.  Kemp  became  superintendent  of  the  Transfer  Station  as  it  became  to  be 
known.  In  April  2004,  after  30+  years  with  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  Kemp  retired.  With  that,  Diane  Boyce,  in 
the  middle,  was  promoted  from  Assistant  Superintendent  to  Superintendent.  Diane  also  has  a  long  history  with 
the  site.  Over  the  last  fifteen  years,  she  has  driven  various  tractors,  assisted  with  management  of  the  facility, 
coordinated  various  Earth  Day  celebrations  and  many  other  things  during  operation  of  the  landfill  and  Transfer 
Station.  Don  Duford  is  on  the  left  in  the  picture.  Don  passed  away  in  March  this  year.  He  may  be  gone  but  not 
forgotten,  as  he  had  quite  an  impact  on  the  Solid  Waste  Facility  and  operations.  Don  was  a  member  of  the  Solid 
Waste  Management  Committee  (SWMC)  since  its  inception  in  1986.  The  SWMC  was  intimately  involved  in 
overseeing  the  operation  of  the  landfill,  closing  the  landfill,  recommending  purchases  with  fijnds  generated 
from  the  acceptance  of  waste  and  later  from  recyclables,  as  well  as  helping  spec  out  equipment  and  reviewing 
bids.  The  SWMC  later  became  known  as  the  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee  (SWAC).   Several  of  the 
remaining  pictures  are  during  operation  of  the  facility  and  items  that  were  funded  with  money  from  the  solid 
waste  facility. 

The  upper  left  picture  represents  the  depth  of  the  pit  of  the  sanitary  landfill  before  filled  with  trash. 

The  middle  left  picture  shows  heavy  equipment  used  at  the  landfill  to  push  and  compact  trash  into  the  landfill. 
Various  tractors  are  also  used  today  to  move  trash,  recyclables,  and  load  trucks.  Heavy  equipment  used  at  the 
landfill  and  Transfer  Station  is  purchased  with  income  from  the  solid  waste  facility.  Another  example  of  heavy 
equipment  used  and  paid  for  by  Transfer  Station  revenue  is  behind  Kemp,  Diane,  and  Don  in  the  upper  right 
picture. 

The  middle  right  picture  is  an  area  of  the  current  drop  off  for  recyclables  such  as  glass,  aluminum  cans,  steel 
cans,  plastic,  newspaper,  scrap  paper,  phone  books,  cardboard,  magazines,  used  oil,  batteries,  Inkjet  cartridges, 
and  so  much  more.  By  diverting  recyclable  material  from  the  waste  stream,  the  Town  saves  the  cost  of  the 
tipping  fee  which  is  $67  per  ton  (2000  pounds).   Some  recyclables  actually  generate  revenue,  such  as  cardboard, 
aluminum,  newspaper  and  scrap  metal. 

The  lower  left  is  the  current  Hooksett  District  Court  House  off  Merrimack  Street  which  was  built  after  the  old 
highway  garage  at  this  location  moved  to  its  current  location  on  route  3A  near  the  Transfer  Station  and  shown 
in  the  bottom  middle  picture. 

The  lower  middle  is  the  current  Highway  Garage  located  near  the  transfer  station  off  Route  3A  which  was  built 
with  money  from  the  Solid  Waste  Facility. 

The  lower  right  picture  is  symbolic  of  the  position  of  the  voters  of  Hooksett.  In  3  of  the  last  7  years,  the  voters 
have  voted  in  a  default  budget.  The  SWAC  has  always  kept  a  close  eye  on  the  expenditures  of  the  solid  waste 
facility,  but  getting  a  default  budget  has  created  safety  concerns  in  the  operation  of  the  site.  At  times,  only  one 
employee  is  at  the  Transfer  Station  operating  heavy  equipment,  managing  recyclables,  and  weighing  in.  Default 
budgets  only  exacerbate  the  situation,  and  at  a  time  when  the  facility  is  trying  to  open  longer  to  encourage 
residents  to  recycle,  tougher  times  are  ahead.

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  and  challenging  year  at  the  Transfer  and  Recycling  Center. 
The  Hooksett  Community  continues  to  grow  and  so  has  the  amount  of  material  handled  through 
the  facility.  Hooksett  residents  generated  4,900  tons  of  trash,  70  tons  of  furniture,  640  tons  of 
demolition,  1 15  tons  of  roofing,  25  tons  of  electronics,  281  tons  of  steel,  and  375  tons  of 
recycling.  Recycling  saved  the  Town  $23,500.00  in  disposal  fees  and  generated  $19,026.00. 

We  would  like  to  congratulate  the  students  at  all  three  schools  for  the  excellent  job  they  did 
recycling.  A  special  thank  you  goes  out  to  the  "Moms"  at  the  Cawley  Middle  School  who  delivered 
the  recycled  paper  themselves  to  the  facility  and  all  the  cafeteria  workers  who  kept  us  busy  with 
their  "tons"  of  cardboard.  The  Cartridges  for  Kids  program  generated  an  estimated  $1,200.00. 

The  changing  environmental  rules  and  regulations  have  also  presented  challenges.  The  way 
materials  need  to  be  collected,  stored  and  handled  is  changing  all  the  time.  "Today's  trash  is 
tomorrows  hazardous  waste."  We  are  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  our  facility  and  our  employees 
are  always  working  hard  to  move  forward  to  comply  with  these  rules. 

The  Solid  Waste  Management  Committee  has  also  had  a  busy  year.  We  encourage  residents 
to  keep  up  the  good  work  on  the  volunteer  recycling  program.  Recycling  rates  are  up,  saving  the 
Town  money.  A  volunteer  recycling  program  saves  on  the  pickup  and  sorting  of  material, 
resulting  in  a  100%  savings  to  the  Town.  The  Committee  will  be  working  to  find  various  ways  to 
increase  the  recycling  rates  in  the  up  coming  year. 

This  year  has  brought  other  changes  too.  Kemp  Holt  retired  after  34  years.  He  along  with 
Don  Duford  (who  passed  away  in  March)  helped  bring  the  facility  from  a  landfill  to  the  current 
transfer  and  recycling  center.  They  were  both  instrumental  in  making  this  one  of  the  finest 
facilities  in  the  state.  They  will  surely  be  missed. 

Last,  but  not  least,  I  personally  would  like  to  thank  the  employees  of  the  Solid  Waste 
Department.  The  employees  have  done  an  exceptional  job  with  the  huge  increase  in  the 
residential  collection,  residential  drop  off,  and  the  large  amounts  of  material  collected  and  hauled. 
None  of  this  could  have  been  managed  without  their  dedication.  Thank  you  for  your  support.

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TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 


Hooksett  is  at  a  crossroads.  We  have  the  opportunity  in  the  near  future  to  build  an  adequate 
facility  for  town  government  in  either  the  old  Village  School  or  somewhere  else  to  replace  the 
woefully  overcrowded  present  facility.    This  will  enable  the  employees  of  the  finance,  town 
planning,  code  enforcement,  assessing,  family  services,  and  tax  collecting  departments  as  well 
as  the  town  administrator  (I  am  the  only  one  who  currently  has  adequate  space),  and  support 
staff  to  organize  their  offices  in  a  way  to  maximize  support  to  the  people  of  Hooksett.  There  is 
already  much  discussion  as  to  what  else  this  facility  could  house  to  better  serve  Hooksett  and 
that  discussion  will  continue.    The  town  is  growing  fast  and  residential  development  is  far 
outstripping  commercial  development.  This  has  a  direct  bearing  on  the  taxes  we  pay.  I  am 
working  with  the  planning  department,  the  Community  Economic  Development  Corporation  of 
Hooksett  (CEDCOH),  Southern  New  Hampshire  University,  the  town  council,  and  a  variety  of 
other  organizations  to  develop  a  plan  of  development  for  the  town  that  will  maximize  our  land  use 
with  the  right  mix  of  commercial,  residential  and  open  space. 

We  have  recently  completed  a  town-wide  revaluation  of  property  that  has  updated  our  tax  base 
and  while  that  effort  in  conjunction  with  new  schools  and  the  support  of  required  community 
services  has  led  to  an  increase  in  property  taxes,  less  than  10%  of  our  residents  have  contested 
the  process.  While  tax  increases  of  50%  are  not  welcome,  the  fact  is  that  over  the  years  the  value 
of  property  does  appreciate  and  the  town  needs  to  revalue  property  in  order  to  get  the  taxes 
necessary  to  pay  for  the  services  that  people  need  and  expect.  With  development  comes  more 
roads  to  maintain,  refuse  to  collect,  buildings  to  inspect  and  assess  with  all  the  paperwork 
required  to  do  this  and  send  out  bills.  The  added  number  of  people  and  residential  areas  put  an 
extreme  load  on  fire  and  police  service.  Keep  in  mind  as  well  that  at  any  given  time  during  the 
day  our  population  is  affected  by  all  the  people  transiting  Hooksett  on  the  major  roadways  that 
run  through  our  town. 

The  commercial  development  at  exit  1 0  is  essentially  finished  but  more  development  will  come. 
We  are  looking  at  the  southern  leg  of  the  alternate  north-south  highway,  the  northern  bypass,  and 
numerous  intersections  and  developments  that  will  come  along  with  this  grovi^h.  For  those  of  you 
who  use  Route  3  at  almost  any  time  of  the  day  and  into  the  night  you  know  the  traffic  flow  needs 
to  be  improved. 

As  it  looks  now  the  potential  total  tax  rate  increase  is  $1 .39.  The  operating  budget  increase  of 
$1,254,216  is  due  to  the  following:  $499,000  for  increase  cost  of  health  ins.  and  workers  comp. 
ins.,  $65,000  for  tipping  fee  (cost  increase  and  amount  of  tonnage  increased),  Fire  Dept.  increase 
of  $228,000  is  for  pay  increase  as  well  as  additional  overtime  money,  $256,000  increase  in  the 
Police  Dept.  is  related  to  pay  increases  and  the  5  new  police  officer  wages,  the  $49,000  increase 
in  communication  dept.  pertains  to  increase  in  salaries,  the  $26,000  increase  in  Library  is 
attributed  to  additional  salaries  and  related  expenses  for  a  new  Library  Director,  and  $26,000  for 
increase  estimated  fleet  repairs. 

I'd  like  to  take  a  moment  to  thank  councilman  Paul  Loiselle  who  was  the  acting  town  administrator 
for  most  of  this  period.  His  service  was  above  and  beyond  and  he  certainly  made  my  transition  to 
administrator  much  easier.  He  played  a  big  role  in  the  preparation  of  this  budget  with  the 
department  heads  and  our  finance  director,  Diane  Savoie.  I'd  also  like  to  thank  council  chairman 
Michael  DiBitetto  and  the  council  for  their  leadership  in  general  and  particularly  with  the  budget 
process  and  finally  Bryan  Williams  and  the  budget  committee  for  bringing  it  all  together.

Dear  Fellow  Citizens, 

The  Town  Council  hit  the  ground  running  this  year  with  a  Special  Meeting  convening  on 
July  1 ,  2003  the  first  day  of  this  fiscal  year.  Councilor  Paul  Loiselle  was  appointed  to  serve  as  the 
interim  Town  Administrator  and  all  council  assignments  were  made  at  that  meeting.  We  thank 
Paul  for  his  outstanding  service  to  the  Town  during  his  six  months  in  that  office.  In  January,  a 
new  Administrator  was  hired.  Chuck  Packard  had  earned  the  respect  of  many  of  us  when  a  family 
emergency  forced  his  premature  departure.  Assistant  Administrator  Liz  Dionne  continues  to  do 
an  outstanding  job  as  Acting  Administrator  while  we  await  the  arrival  of  the  new  Town 
Administrator,  Moni  Sharma  on  August  9. 


Three  Department  Heads  also  retired  this  year.  Fire  Chief  Michael  Howard  retired  on 
iber  30* ;  Kemp  Holt  retired  as  the  Transfer  Station  Di 
retired  as  the  Hooksett  Town  Librarian  as  of  the  end  of  June. 


September  30* ;  Kemp  Holt  retired  as  the  Transfer  Station  Director  in  April;  and,  Fran  Hebert 


Despite  of  the  constant  excitement  in  the  corner  office  over  the  past  year,  much  has  been 
accomplished  by  this  council.  Among  its  accomplishments  are: 

1 .  A  Uniform  Policy  on  Solid  Waste  and  Trash  Collection  was  adopted  in 
September  providing  consistent  guidelines  for  all  residential  communities. 

2.  An  official  Council  Policy  on  the  Sale,  Riddance  and  Disposal  of  Town  owned 
equipment  and  property  was  adopted  in  November.  The  policy  assures  that  any 
equipment,  determined  to  no  longer  be  needed  by  any  town  department,  will  be 
sold  pursuant  to  a  formal  procedure. 

3.  A  Noise  Control  Ordinance  was  adopted  in  December.  The  ordinance  will  provide 
to  the  Police  Department  additional  tools  to  deal  with  disturbance  of  the  peace.  It 
also  provides  the  Code  Enforcement  Officer  authority  to  limit  the  hours  that  noise 
may  emanate  from  construction  jobsites. 

4.  The  Hooksett  Village  Charrette  was  authorized  by  the  Council.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Town  Planner,  CEDCOH  hosted  a  day  of  citizen  workshops 
followed  by  a  professional  rendering  of  the  collective  visions  of  the  brain  trust. 

5.  In  November,  the  town  wide  revaluation  was  completed  as  required  by  state  law. 
Not  surprisingly,  in  the  fifteen  years  that  have  transpired  since  the  last  one, 
property  values  had  increased  significantly.  Residential  values  increased  more 
than  commercial  and  industrial  properties,  as  such;  residential  tax  bills  generally 
increased  more  than  expected. 

6.  The  Hooksett  Village  School  has  been  approved  for  use  as  a 
municipal/community  facility.  The  council  has  directed  its  Facilities  Subcommittee 
to  commence  the  work  of  planning  out  the  facility. 

A  number  of  important  projects  have  been  commenced  and/or  advanced  throughout  the 
year.  Among  those  are: 

1 .  The  Perambulation  Sub-committee  has  walked  and  documented  all  of  the  town's 
boundaries  over  the  past  3  years.  The  subcommittee  found  a  number  of 
boundary  markers  were  lost  or  missing  along  the  Manchester  Line  and,  as-such, 
needed  to  be  re-established.  A  Surveyor  has  been  hired  to  assist  the  town  in  re- 
establishing that  boundary. 

2.  The  Connector  Road  project  was  first  proposed  in  conjunction  with  the  Data 
General  (now  Cigna'Healthsource)  subdivision/site  plan,  roughly15  years  ago. 
This  year,  the  project  has  moved  much  closer  to  reality.  A  funding  plan  which 
combines  State  and  private  funds  is  close  to  being  wrapped  up.  No  town  funds 
will  be  used  on  this  project. 

3.  The  southern  leg  of  the  alternate  north/south  highway  was  originally  shown  on 
town  maps  over  30  years  ago.  This  year,  the  plans  have  advanced.  The  SNHU 
campus  development  plans,  approved  this  year,  included  a  layout  for  the 
proposed  roadway  over  its  property.  Town  engineers  have  coordinated  their 
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efforts  with  the  University  and  Manchester  Sand  to  develop  a  proposed  layout  for 
the  road.  A  warrant  article  seeking  funding  for  additional  engineering  feasibility 
studies  did  not  pass,  however,  the  efforts  on  this  project  continue. 


In  closing,  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  many,  especially  to  the  many  volunteers  who 
have  contributed  to  the  common  effort.  Special  thanks  to  Paul  Loiselle  for  interrupting  his  life  to 
take  on  the  role  of  administrator  for  six  months  and  to  Liz  for  a  job  well  done.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hooksett.  In  2003  Tri-Town  Ambulance  responded  to  over 
1800  calls  in  Allenstown,  Hooksett  and  Pembroke.    Our  squad  currently  is  comprised  of 
4  full  time  employees,  10  Per-diem  employees  and  15  volunteers  who  provide 
Paramedic  level  ambulance  coverage.  We  provide  24  hour  a  day,  7  day  a  week 
coverage  from  our  station  in  Pembroke.    A  second  paramedic  level  ambulance  is  on 
duty  from  Sam  to  6pm  Monday  through  Friday  and  responds  from  the  Hooksett  Central 
Fire  Station  from  9am  to  5pm. 

In  May  of  2003  Tri-Town  purchased  a  new  2002  Road  Rescue  ambulance  to 
replace  our  oldest  ambulance  which  was  originally  purchased  in  1993.  We  are 
continually  updating  the  skill  levels  of  our  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  as  new 
innovations  in  Emergency  Medical  Services  become  available  to  us.  As  Tri-Town 
Ambulance  enters  its  thirty  second  year  of  serving  the  community,  the  members  of  Tri- 
Town  Ambulance  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  for  their  continued  support  of  the 
organization.

One  in  four  New  Hampshire  residents  took  advantage  of  at  least  one  University  of  New 
Hampshire  Cooperative  Extension  program  last  year. 

Our  programs  offer  informal  education  in  forest  stewardship,  parenting,  family  finances,  food 
safety,  agriculture,  home  gardening,  4-H  clubs,  camps  and  other  programs  for  children  and 
teens,  nutrition  counseling  for  low  income  families,  strategic  planning  and  leadership 
development  skills  for  community  groups. 

County  extension  educators  work  extensively  with  towns  and  school  districts — organizing  and 
advising  after-school  programs,  helping  school  and  town  groundskeepers  maintain  athletic  fields 
and  landscaped  areas,  providing  guidance  to  town  planners  and  boards  on  current  use  and 
other  land  use  issues.  Because  studies  show  that  open  space  helps  keep  property  taxes  low, 
extension  staff  provides  education  to  forest  landowners  and  commercial  farmers  that  help  keep 
their  enterprises  profitable,  while  preserving  open  space  and  protecting  natural  resources. 

Merrimack  County  Extension  provides  fact  sheet  notebooks  to  all  town  libraries  and  produces 
weekly  radio  spots  on  107.7,  which  offer  information  to  residents  throughout  the  station's 
listening  area. 

UNH  Cooperative  Extension's  Community  Profiles  process  works  with  community  groups  to 
create  a  vision  for  their  community's  future  and  form  action  groups  to  reach  those  goals.  To 
date,  seven  Merrimack  County  towns  have  participated  in  a  Community  Profile. 

UNH  Extension  operates  a  statewide  toll-free  Info  Line  at  our  Family,  Home  &  Garden 
Education  Center,  staffed  Monday  through  Friday,  9am  to  2pm  (1-877-398-4769).  Last  year,  the 
Info  Line  handled  more  than  1,000  requests  from  Merrimack  County  residents.  Extension  also 
distributes  a  wide  range  of  information  from  our  Web  site:  ceinfo.unh.edu. 

Finally,  UNH  Cooperative  Extension  trains  and  supports  a  large  corps  of  volunteers:  4-H 
leaders,  master  gardeners,  wildlife  coverts,  community  tree  stewards,  water  quality  monitors, 
parent  mentors  and  others  who  extend  the  reach  of  Extension  programs  into  many  domains  of 
New  Hampshire  life.

Over  the  past  year,  our  caring,  professional  and  talented  staff  has  made  a  difference  in 
the  lives  of  over  6000  patients,  children,  and  families.  I  am  honored  to  be  their  leader  and 
humbled  by  the  work  they  do  day  in  and  day  out,  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  Caring  for 
patients  in  their  own  homes  and  the  most  vulnerable  children  and  families  in  our  community  takes 
courage,  conviction  and  dedication.  I  am  proud  to  say  that  we  have  more  than  50  individuals 
who  have  dedicated  15  or  more  years  of  service  to  our  agency. 

By  far  the  largest  project  for  the  past  year  has  been  the  implementation  of  an  Electronic 
Medical  Record.  Staff  have  worked  tirelessly  to  learn  a  new  system  where  all  patient  information 
is  entered  into  a  laptop  computer  rather  than  a  paper  record.  Each  month,  as  staff  become  more 
comfortable  and  faster  on  the  computer,  they  quickly  realize  that  it  takes  less  time  to  track  down 
information,  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  drive  to  the  office  to  retrieve  charts,  and  most 
importantly  that  they  have  more  time  to  spend  with  their  patients. 

With  cuts  in  state  and  federal  funding,  higher  labor  costs,  and  an  increased  number  of 
uninsured,  we  rely  more  than  ever  on  contributed  funds  to  continue  our  community  service  work. 
Our  ability  to  meet  the  challenges  of  a  growing  elderly  population  and  serve  higher  numbers  of 
individuals  who  are  uninsured  and  underinsured  is  a  direct  result  of  the  dedication  of  individuals 
like  you,  who  believe  in  and  support  the  mission  and  vision  of  this  agency.  Last  year  alone  the 
VNA  provided  $1,061,018  in  uncompensated  care  and/or  subsidized  services.

February  7,  2004 

The  meeting,  wliich  was  held  in  the  gjminasium  of  the  David  R,  Cawley  Middle  School,  was  called  to  order  at 
1 :04  PM  by  School  Disti'ict  Moderator  Pro  Tern  Jolui  Proctor. 

David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  Principal  Ronald  Pedro  led  the  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the  tlag. 

Mr.  Proctor  informed  the  public  of  the  following:  He  has  a  letter  from  School  District  Moderator  Attorney  Da\  ul 
Hess  in  which  he  stated  why  he  cannot  proceed  o\'er  this  deliberative  session  and  that  under  RSA  40:3.  he  has 
appointed  and  sworn  him  (Mr.  Proctor)  in  as  Moderator  Pro  Tem. 

Mr.  Proctor  stated  that  he  has  the  proof  of  posting  for  this  meeting. 

Upon  Mr.  Proctor's  request,  School  Board  Chair  Becky  Berk  inti'oduced  the  following  Hooksett  School  District 
officials: 

Board  Vice-Chair  Jim  Sullivan,  Board  Clerk  Joamie  McHugh,  Board  Member  Margaret  Teravainen,  Board  Member 
John  Pieroni,  Underbill  School  Principal  William  Estey,  Underbill  School  Assistant  Principal  Linda  McAllister, 
Village  School  Principal  Carol  Soucy,  David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  Principal  Ronald  Pedio,  David  R.  Cawley 
Middle  School  Assistant  Principal  Becky  Wing,  Superintendent  Robert  Suprenant,  Assistant  Superintendent  Eric 
Wigode,  Business  Administrator  Sally  Waterhouse,  School  District  Clerk  Olive  Matliewson,  Acting  School  District 
Clerk  Barbara  Freeman 

Mrs.  Berk  recognized  School  District  Treasurer  Henry  Roy  for  his  approximate  20  years  of  service  and  dedication  to 
the  district.  She  stated  that  he  spent  a  lot  of  time  and  energy  in  his  position,  presented  him  with  a  plaque,  and  read 
the  inscription  on  it.  Mr.  Roy  expressed  his  thanks  and  appreciation  for  having  been  recognized  and  stated  that  his 
Deputy  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Betty  Proctor,  has  done  most  of  the  work  since  1992. 

Mrs.  Berk  recognized  Superintendent  Robert  Suprenant,  who  has  served  the  Hooksett  School  District  as  a  teacher, 
assistant  administi'ator.  administrator,  and  superintendent  and  thanked  him  for  his  many  wonderful  years  of  service  to 
the  district. 

Mr.  Sullivan  recognized  Mrs.  Berk,  whose  term  of  otTice  ends  in  March,  for  her  three  years  of  service  on  the  board, 
during  wliich  the  district  was  brought  to  where  it  is  today  with  a  new  middle  school,  a  new  high  school  contract,  and 
renovations  being  made  to  Memorial  School.  He  presented  her  with  a  plaque  acknowledging  her  service  on  the 
board. 

Mr.  Proctor  infonned  the  voters  of  the  following:  Articles  2  tln'ough  6  on  the  wanant  will  be  discussed  at  this 
meeting.  People  may  speak  to  the  article  more  than  once,  but  all  people  who  want  to  speak  for  the  first  time  will  be 
allowed  to  do  so  before  someone  is  allowed  to  speak  a  second  time.  He  asked  the  voters  to  address  all  questions 
through  him  and  stated  that  he  will  ask  someone  to  answer  the  question.  He  stated  the  following:  He  will  decide  on 
the  niles  of  order,  but  the  body  can  overrule  him  at  any  point  by  a  simple  majority  vote.  If  there  are  no  objections, 
he  will  permit  non-resident  experts  to  speak  if  it  is  germane  to  the  subject.  Anyone  offering  an  amendment  must  do 
so  in  writing  and  bring  it  to  him  so  he  can  be  sure  it  gets  to  the  Clerk  and  reported  in  public  session. 

Article  2 

To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropiiate  up  to  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($25,000)  to  be  placed  in  the  Special  Education  Expendable  Trust  Fund,  such  sum  to  be  funded 
from  the  June  30,  2004,  undesignated  flind  balance  (surplus).  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board) 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 
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Mr.  Proctor  read,  in  its  entirety.  Article  2. 

MOTION:  Margaret  Teravainen  moved,  seconded  by  Joanne  McHugh,  to  move  Article  2  for  discussion. 

Mrs.  Teravainen  stated  the  following:  The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  act  as  a  "rainy  day  fluid"  so  that  if,  after  the 
operating  budget  is  finalized,  it  is  ascertained  that  a  special  education  student  v/ith  extensive  needs  for  whom  fundmg 
was  not  included  in  the  budget  can  be  provided  those  services,  rather  than  taking  money  out  of  the  operating  budget, 
thereby  cutting  services  in  other  areas  of  the  budget.  The  Special  Education  Expendable  Trust  Fund,  through  three 
previous  surpluses,  cui'rently  has  a  balance  of  $102,000.  The  $25,000  requested  in  this  article  will  only  be  taken 
from  the  undesignated  fiurd  balance  (surplus)  as  of  June  30,  2004,  which  will  not  change  the  operating  budget  to  be 
approved  today. 

Mr.  Proctor  asked  the  members  of  the  public,  if  they  wished  to  speak  to  this  article,  to  please  come  to  the 
inicrophone  and  state  their  name  and  address.  Nobody  wished  to  speak  to  this  article. 

Article  3 

To  see  if  the  school  disti'ict  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  often  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) 
for  the  purpose  of  unanticipated  building  repairs.  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board)  (Recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Mr.  Proctor  read,  in  its  entirety.  Article  3. 

MOTION:  Joamie  McHugh  moved,  seconded  by  John  Pieroni,  to  move  Article  3. 

Mrs.  McHugh  stated  that  there  has  been  such  an  article  on  the  waiTant  for  the  last  six  to  seven  years  and  that  its 
puipose  is  to  set  aside  money  to  be  used  for  emergency  unexpected  building  repairs,  such  as  repairs  to  roofs  and 
mechanical,  heating,  electrical,  air  quality,  and  water  systems.  She  gave  examples  of  emergency  repairs  which 
needed  to  be  made  to  the  schools  in  recent  years,  including  the  type  of  repair  and  its  cost. 

Mr.  Proctor  asked  the  members  of  the  public  if  they  wished  to  speak  to  this  article  to  please  come  to  the  microphone 
and  state  then-  name  and  address. 

Mr.  Frank  Gray  stated  that  the  repairs  which  Mrs.  McHugh  mentioned  all  occurred  before  the  renovations  were  made 
to  Memorial  School  and  the  new  middle  school  was  constructed  and  suggested  that  the  voters  be  allowed  to  do  what 
they  will.  Mrs.  McHugh  stated  the  following:  If  unanticipated  repairs  are  needed,  they  would  be  at  Underbill 
School.  Needed  repairs  that  might  arise  at  that  school  need  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

■Article  4 

To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not  including 
appropriations  by  special  wanant  articles  and  other  appropriations  voted  separately,  the  amounts  set  forth 
on  the  budget  posted  with  the  Warrant,  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for  the  purpose  set 
forth  therein,  totaling  twenty  million,  five  hundred  twenty-seven  thousand,  one  hundred  sixty-eight  dollars 
($20,527,168).  Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  operating  budget  shall  be  twenty  million,  three 
hundred  fifty-seven  thousand,  nine  hundred  fifty-four  dollars  ($20,357,954),  which  is  the  same  as  last 
year,  with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the  Hooksett  school  district,  or  by  law  or  the 
governing  body  may  hold  one  special  meeting,  in  accordance  with  RSA  40: 13,  X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the 
issue  of  a  revised  operatmg  budget  only.  (Not  Recommended  by  the  School  Board)  (Recommended  by 
(he  Budget  Committee)

MO  1  lO.N:  Joiin  Pieroni  moved,  seconded  by  .Margaret  Teravainen,  to  move  Article  4. 
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Mr.  Pieroni  discussed,  line-by-line,  the  School  Board's  proposed  2004-05  school  year  biidget  requests,  totaling 
$20,689,445,  and  explained  the  reasons  for  the  requested  large  increases  in  it  from  the  2003-04  school  year  budget. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  Budget  Coinmittee's  recommended  2004-05  school  year  budget  is  $20,527,168,  which  the 
board  is  not  recommending. 

MOTION:  John  Pieroni  moved,  seconded  by  Margaret  Teravainen,  to  increase  the  district's  operating  budget  by 
$48,732  to  a  total  of  twenty  million,  five  hundred  seventy-five  thousand,  nine  hundred  dollars  ($20,575,900)  for  the 
puipose  of  addmg  an  additional  first  grade  teacher  to  reduce  the  average  class  size  to  bring  it  in  line  with  the 
Hooksett  School  Board's  class  size  policy. 

Budget  Committee  Chair  Bryan  Williams  asked  Mr.  Pieroni  if  there  is  anywhere  within  the  $20,572,168  budget 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  to  find  $48,732  and  if  there  are  other  priorities  which  the  board  can 
rearrange  to  address  the  need  for  the  additional  first  grade  teacher  position. 

Mr.  Pieroni  responded  as  follows:  The  Budget  Committee  struggled  with  this  issue  and  suggested  taking  the  English 
Speakers  of  Other  Languages  (ESOL)  teacher  position  and  making  it  a  first  grade  teacher.  The  ESOL  teacher  is  a 
required  position  and  it  cannot  be  changed  to  a  first  grade  teacher.  He  described  hovv  the  supply  line  has  already 
been  cut  and  pointed  out  that  a  lot  of  money  being  requested  in  the  budget  is  for  fixed  costs;  i.e.,  ti'ansportation,  high 
school  tuition,  bond  payments,  utilities,  textbooks,  etc.,  and  stated  the  following:  The  board  looked  at  numerous 
areas  of  the  budget  to  find  this  additional  $48,732  and  the  Budget  Committee  struggled  with  it  also.  This  additional 
money  is  not  in  the  board's  budget  requests  and  cannot  be  taken  from  another  budget  area(s)  -  that  would  be  robbing 
from  Peter  to  pay  Paul. 

Budget  Committee  Member  Gerald  Kearney  stated  the  following:  The  Budget  Committee  looked  for  discretion  in 
the  board's  budget  requests.  Initially,  it  questioned  the  Assistant  Principal  and  Kindergarten  teacher  positions  and 
other  items.  During  the  committee's  public  hearing  on  the  board's  budget  requests,  it  became  clear  that  the  Assistant 
Principal  position  was  definitely  needed  and  the  committee  tried  to  look  for  trade-offs.  The  committee  wanted  to  put 
the  Assistant  Principal  position  back  in  the  budget,  so  it  cut  the  textbook  lines  in  the  same  amount  as  the  Assistant 
Principal  position.  When  the  committee  was  looking  for  a  trade-off  regarding  a  Kindergarten  teacher,  the  ESOL 
teacher  seemed  obvious  and  optional  to  the  committee;  it  was  later  detennined  that  the  ESOL  teacher  was  mandated, 
so  the  kindergarten  teacher  was  cut.  He  feels  that  out  of  $20,527,168,  someone  can  find  $48,732,  which  represents 
less  than  one  percent  of  the  budget.  He  suggested  that  the  amendment  on  the  floor  be  defeated. 

Mr.  Jim  Sullivan  stated  the  following:  Before  the  board's  proposed  budget  was  presented  to  the  Budget  Committee, 
it  was  reviewed  by  the  SAU  #15  administration  and  the  board.  As  a  result  of  those  reviews,  by  the  time  it  was 
submitted  to  the  Budget  Committee,  over  $500,000  had  been  cut  from  the  requests.  The  board  is  aware  of  the 
balance  needed  between  taxpayers'  ability  to  pay  and  to  provide  a  quality  education. 

Mr.  James  Michaud  asked  if  there  will  be  any  leftover  fiinds  in  the  current  budget  and  if  the  board  has  considered 
funding  a  position  for  half  a  year.  Mrs.  McHugh  responded  as  follows:  She  does  not  think  this  is  a  position  thai  can 
be  funded  for  part  of  the  year.  The  board  has  a  research-based  policy  in  place  for  sUidents  in  Grades  Kindergarten 
tlirough  two  which  requires  having  a  good  teacher-to-stndent  ratio  in  those  grades  to  get  sttidenis  off  to  a  good  start. 
Doing  so  is  cost-effective  in  the  long  run.  That  is  why  the  board  wanted  to  add  an  extta  teacher  to  the  budget. 

Mrs.  Waterhouse  stated  that  there  is  cun'ently  $227,000  in  unencumbered  funds,  but  there  being  a  suiplus  by  June 
30th  camiot  be  anticipated  at  this  point  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  Ronald  Dion  stated  the  following:  There  are  discretionary  and  non-discretionary  costs.  Non-discretionary  costs 
include  high  school  ttiition,  transportation,  heat,  electricity,  contracttial  obligations,  etc.;  they  cannot  be  cut.  A  very 
large  percent  of  the  budget  consists  of  non-discretionary  costs.  The  board  has  some  control  over  discretionary  items. 
I'he  Budget  Committee  recommended  cutting  $65,000  from  the  textbooks  line  to  fund  the  Assistant  Principal 
position.  Discretionary  items  directly  affect  students.  If  the  board  looks  for  places  within  the  budget  to  obtain 
$48,732,  they  will  have  to  take  money  from  other  budget  lines  that  will  directly  affect  sttidents.  He  recommended 
that  the  amendment  on  the  floor  be  passed. 
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During  the  ensuing  discussion  regarding  how  the  district's  special  education  pre-school  students  are  served  and  class 
sizes  in  general,  Mr.  Pieroni  stated  the  following:  It  was  decided  years  ago  that  the  district  have  a  practice  of 
keeping  class  sizes  down  in  the  early  grades;  this  has  been  the  practice  and  goal  of  the  district.  A  year  a  half  ago,  it 
was  decided  to  bring  the  class  size  policy  into  line  with  practice. 

Mr.  Ed  ithier  asked  how  adding  another  teacher  to  the  budget  will  affect  the  tax  rate.  Mr.  Pieroni  responded  that  the 
tax  rate  would  increase  by  five  cents  per  $1,000  valuation. 

N'Ir.  Proctor  moved  the  question  and  stated  the  followmg:  By  division  of  the  house,  the  proposed  amendment  will  be 
voted  on  as  presented.  A  member  of  the  public  asked  if  a  paper  ballot  will  be  requested.  Mr.  Proctor  responded  that 
the  vote  will  be  conducted  by  people  standing  because  nobody  has  presented  a  request  for  a  secret  ballot.  He  again 
read  the  amendment,  which  is  "to  increase  the  operating  budget  by  $48,732  to  a  total  of  twenty  million,  five  hundred 
seventy-five  thousand,  nine  hundred  dollars  ($20,575,900)  for  the  puipose  of  adding  an  additional  first  grade  teacher 
to  reduce  the  average  class  size  and  bring  it  in  line  with  the  Hooksett  School  Board's  class  size  policy."  By  a 
standing  vote,  the  amendment  carried. 

MOTION:  Mr.  Frank  Gray  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  Longfellow,  to  amend  Ardcle  4  by  reducing 
$20,575,900  by  $1  million  for  a  new  total  of  $19,575,900.  Mr.  Gray  stated  the  following:  The  purpose  of  his 
amendment  has  to  do  with  finance  and  good  management.  He  is  not  arguing  about  whether  or  not  an  additional 
teacher  is  needed;  he  is  talking  about  good  management.  He  questioned  why  the  administration  caimot  hire  an  aide 
and  buy  a  tape  recorder  that  the  aide  can  use  in  teaching  ESOL.  One  million  dollars  is  less  than  5%  of  the  budget. 
He  thinks  everybody  in  tliis  town  can  get  by  on  5%  less  for  one  year. 

Mr.  Proctor  stated  that  by  a  division  of  the  house,  a  vote  will  be  taken  on  Mr.  Gray's  amendment.  He  read  Article  4 
as  it  would  read  with  the  proposed  amendment  included  in  it,  which  would  reduce  the  amount  of  money  which  the 
hoard  is  requesting  from  $20,575,900  to  $19,575,900.  Upon  being  voted,  this  amendment  failed  to  pass. 

Mr.  Proctor  asked  if  there  was  any  further  discussion  on  the  original  article,  as  amended  by  the  addition  of  $48,732, 
resuhing  in  a  new  figm'e  of  $20,575,900. 

Upon  being  questioned  by  a  member  of  the  public,  Mr.  Pieroni  responded  that  if  the  district  receives  more  revenue 
than  is  currently  anticipated,  it  will  be  used  to  offset  the  tax  rate.  Mr.  David  Paquette  asked  if  impact  fees  arc 
currently  being  collected.  Mr.  Pieroni  responded  tliat  they  are  and  asked  Mrs.  Waterhouse  to  present  an  update. 
Mrs.  Waterhouse  stated  the  following:  This  year,  the  town  gave  the  district  $500,000  in  impact  fees;  she  was  told 
that  next  year,  the  district  will  receive  about  $200,000  from  such  fees,  which  reduces  what  needs  to  be  raised  by  the 
town.  Mr.  Pieroni  pointed  out  that  impact  fees  can  be  applied  toward  the  extra  capacities  built  into  Memorial  School 
and  tlie  David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School,  but  that  they  cannot  be  used  to  pay  for  deficiencies  because  they  can  only 
be  used  to  meet  the  capacities  created  by  new  homes. 

Mr.  Paquette  asked  if  impact  fees  can  be  used  for  high  school  costs.  Mr.  Pieroni  responded  as  follows:  High  school 
costs  are  not  included  in  a  bond  -  they  are  included  in  a  tuifion  agreement  which  is  not  covered  by  impact  fees.  Over 
S20  million  is  bonded  for  the  David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  and  Memorial  School,  but  high  school  tuition  is  not 
covered. 

.\1r.  Proctor  pointed  out  that  the  wanant  articles  are  not  being  voted  on  at  this  meeting,  but  that  this  meeting  will 
decide  what  w  ill  be  on  ilic  warrant  for  the  March  9th  voting  session.

lo  ice  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  convey  part  of  the  land  on  which  the 
Hooksett  Memorial  School  is  situated,  consisting  of  approximately  seven  (7)  acres,  on  the  far  westerly  side 
of  the  parcel,  to  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  School  Board  shall  determine 
are  m  the  best  interest  of  the  District.  (This  land  will  be  used  by  the  Hooksen  Wastewater  Department  for 
the  further  expansion  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facility)  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board) 
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Mr.  Proctor  read,  in  its  entirety,  Article  5. 

MOTION:  Becky  Berk  moved,  seconded  by  .Tim  Sullivan,  to  move  Article  5. 

Mrs.  Berk  stated  the  following:  These  approximate  seven  acres  are  located  immediately  behind  Memorial  School 
where  there  is  a  severe  drop,  then  flattens  out  and  continues  on  to  the  Wastewater  Department  property.  The 
district's  administration  was  approached  by  officials  of  the  Wastewater  Department  regarding  the  conveyance  of 
these  approximate  seven  acres  and  determined  that  it  saw  no  plan  for  that  land  and  will  turn  it  over  to  the  Wastewater 
Department  to  be  used  to  e.xpand  the  wastewater  treatment  facility. 

Mr.  David  Paquette  stated  that  he  would  like  there  to  be  a  stipulation  in  the  contract  conveying  those  approximate 
seven  acres  that  they  will  never  be  used  as  a  tank  fami  because  the  trade  winds  will  blow  into  the  air  handling  unit  at 
Memorial  School. 

Mr.  Bruce  Kudrick  of  the  Wastewater  Department  stated  that  the  town  is  looking  to  expand  the  wastewater  Irealniem 
facility,  which  was  purchased  in  1964,  and  explained  how  the  composting  would  be  conducted  and  recycled. 

Upon  Mrs.  Laurie  Wilder's  questioning,  Mr.  Kudrick  responded  that  there  will  be  no  smell  at  all  from  the 
composting.  Many  members  of  the  public  who  Uve  directly  across  the  river  from  the  wastewater  treatment  facility 
stated  that  there  definitely  is  an  odor  in  their  neighborhood  coming  from  the  wastewater  treatment  plant  and 
elaborated  on  how  strong  the  odor  is. 

Attorney  Finis  Williams  stated  that  he  represents  a  group  of  60  property  owners  who  live  directly  across  the  river 
ft-om  the  wastewater  ti-eatment  facility.  He  showed  a  photograph  of  the  approximate  seven  acres  in  question,  where 
the  wastewater  treatment  facility  currently  is  located,  and  where  tlie  60  property  owners  who  he  is  representing  live 
across  the  river.  He  stated  the  following:  A  lawsuit  has  been  filed  by  the  group  he  represents  against  the  Hooksett 
Wastewater  Department,  which  has  been  taking  raw  sludge,  mixing  it  with  grass  and  leaves,  and  composting  it.  The 
people  who  live  across  the  river  from  the  facility  are  affected.  The  town  wants  to  take  ownership  of  the  land  to  build 
a  permanent  composting  facility.  Officials  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facility  said  there  would  be  an  open-air 
concept  which  will  release  odors.  He  is  concerned  that  the  district  will  convey  the  approximate  seven  acres  to  the 
Wastewater  Department  for  them  to  build  a  new  facility  without  adequate  assurances  that  it  will  not  cause  students  to 
become  sick.  He  distributed  to  the  board  copies  of  a  research  article  published  by  BMC  Public  Health  entitled 
"Interactions  of  pathogens  and  initant  chemicals  in  land-applied  sewage  sludges  (biosolids)." 

Mr.  Kudrick  stated  the  following:  Mr.  Jeff  Pierce  of  Right  Price  Engineers  recommended  against  any  restrictions 
regarding  that  land  transfer.  The  town  camiot  build  any  facility  without  Planning  Board  review;  that  is  the  best 
venue  regarding  what  will  be  built  on  that  land.  The  Wastewater  Department  is  looking  at  ways  to  deal  with  the 
solids  generated  by  the  wastewater  treatment  process. 

Mrs.  Joan  Bailey  stated  that  she  would  like  Article  5  to  be  amended  by  adding,  immediately  before  "(Recommended 
by  the  School  Board)"  the  following  sentence:  "The  Hooksett  Wastewater  Deparmient  cannot  use  said  land  to  build 
any  type  of  composting  facility  and  is  not  to  have  a  waste  tank." 

Mr.  Proctor  asked  Mrs.  Bailey  to  put  her  amendment  in  writing  m  a  form  so  that  it  rewrites  the  entire  aiticle  exactly 
as  it  will  appear  on  the  waiTant.  He  stated  that  the  rewritten  article,  as  amended,  has  to  be  in  a  forni  that  does  not 
change  the  nature  or  intent  of  the  article  on  the  floor  and  that  the  proposed  amended  article  will  be  voted  on  totlay. 

Article  6 

Shall  the  School  District  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  transfer  the  Village  School  and  laud  (tax 
map  #10,  lot  #7)  to  the  town  of  Hooksett  for  $1.00  subject  to  restrictions  thai  the  property  not  be 
subdivided  and  that  it  be  used  exclusively  for  governmental,  civic,  and  public  educational  uses,  failing 
which  the  property  will  revert  to  the  School  District  at  no  cost,  and  subject  to  a  right  of  first  refiisal,  all  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  School  Board  determines  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  District. 
( Recommended  by  the  School  Board) 
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Mr.  Proctor  read,  in  its  entirety,  Article  6. 

MOTION:  Jim  Sullivan  moved,  seconded  by  Becky  Berk,  to  move  Article  6  for  discussion. 

MOTION:  Jim  Sullivan  moved,  seconded  by  Margaret  Teravainen,  that  Article  6  be  amended  by  clarifying  that  the 
land  HI  question  is  Lot  #75  -  not  Lot  #7.  Upon  a  voice  vote  being  taken,  the  motion  passed. 

.Article  5  (Continued) 

Mr.  Proctor  read,  in  its  entirety,  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  5  wliich  Mrs.  Bailey  submitted  to  him  in  wTiting 
reflecting  the  addition  of  the  following  sentence  immediately  before  "(Recommended  by  the  School  Board)":  "The 
Hooksett  Wastewater  Department  cannot  use  said  land  to  build  any  type  of  composting  facility  and  is  not  to  have  a 
waste  tank."  Mr.  Proctor  stated  the  following:  It  is  his  opinion  that  the  proposed  amendment  significantly  changes 
the  pui"pose  of  the  article,  which  indicates  that  the  land  is  to  be  conveyed  by  the  district  to  the  town  ". .  .on  such  teiTns 
and  conditions  as  the  School  Board  shall  determine..."  The  proposed  amendment  indicates  restrictions  to  the  use  of 
the  land.  He  niled  the  proposed  amendment  out  of  order  on  the  basis  that  it  changes  the  nature  of  the  original  article. 

Mr.  Jim  Michaud  stated  that  the  board  put  this  article  on  the  ballot  and  asked  if  they  have  any  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  use  of  the  property.  Mrs.  Berk  responded  as  follows:  There  has  been  much  discussion  between  the  district 
and  the  Wastewater  Depaitment  regarding  the  type  of  operation  they  are  considering;  the  board  has  not  had  specific 
discussions  regarding  what  tliose  terms  and  conditions  will  be.  Mr.  Michaud  asked,  if  tlie  board  were  to  consider 
asking  the  Wastewater  Department  to  hire  an  expert,  if  the  district  or  the  town  would  pay  for  that.  Mrs.  Berk 
refeiTed  this  question  to  Mr.  Suprenant,  who  stated  that  in  the  fiiture,  if  the  district's  administi'ation  felt  that 
conditions  were  not  satisfactory  to  students,  it  could  require  further  testing. 

.Mrs.  Berk  stated  the  following:  Staff  of  the  Wastewater  Department  have  been  forthcoming  to  the  board  with  the 
results  of  the  testuig  they  have  done,  complaints  they  have  received,  and  studies  that  have  been  conducted.  There 
has  been  a  standing  order  to  administiators,  teachers,  and  students  to  report  any  odors;  there  was  only  one  occasion 
when  there  was  any  complaint  of  odor  reported  at  the  school  -  they  might  have  been  reported  elsewhere,  but  only 
one  has  been  reported  at  the  school.  This  decision  by  the  board  is  only  the  very  first  step  in  the  process.  Before  the 
Wastewater  Department  can  entertain  any  permitting  or  additional  studies,  they  need  to  have  the  land  available  to  do 
it. 

Mr.  Kudrick  stated  that  the  Wastewater  Department  still  has  to  go  through  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  and  has  to  present  to  them  an  odor  management  program.  Mrs.  Berk  stated  that  the  sUidy 
provided  to  the  board  by  the  plaintiffs'  attorney  talks  specifically  about  Class  B  biosolids.  A  member  of  the  public 
pointed  out  that  Class  A  biosolids  are  the  end  product  which  results  after  the  composting  has  been  done. 

Article  6  (Continued) 

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  the  following:  With  regard  to  the  district  offering  the  site  to  the  town,  the  administration  and 
various  committees  took  into  account  the  liability  of  maintaining  the  school  as  a  school.  The  board  considered  the 
cost  of  renovations  to  the  school  at  its  current  site,  additions,  and  acquiring  additional  land  to  make  it  a  500-student 
site.  Based  on  the  site's  viability  as  a  school,  it  was  deteimined  that  it  does  not  serve  the  needs  of  the  district.  A 
Reuse  Committee  was  fonned  and  the  results  of  a  survey  which  was  conducted  reflected  that  the  property  should 
ser\'e  the  town  better  as  a  community/government  office  building. 

Mr.  Peter  Farwell  stated  the  following:  He  questions  the  legality  of  the  school  board  dictating  to  the  town  what  to  do 
with  the  land  at  a  later  date.  He  wants  to  remove  the  language  "...failing  which  the  property  will  revert  to  the  School 
Distnct  at  no  cost..."  and  replace  it  with  "...failing  which  the  town  will  bring  an  alternative  proposal  to  the  town 
voters  for  a  vote  of  the  people." 

Mr.  Proctor  stated  the  following:  He  does  not  think  the  school  district  or  the  town  can  convey  land  without  going 
before  a  legislative  body.  He  thinks  if  it  came  to  the  point  where  the  town  was  going  to  decide  not  to  keep  the  land, 
they  could  not  convey  it  without  a  vote  of  the  town  meeting. 
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Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that  it  was  the  Reuse  Committee's  desire  that  the  property  be  used  as  a  conibinaiioii 
community/municipal  facility.  Upon  Mr.  Patrick  Long's  questioning,  Mr.  Sullivan  responded  that  the  language  in 
the  warrant  article  has  been  reviewed  by  the  town's  attorney  and  that  the  Tov\ai  Council  is  willing  to  accept  tlic 
wording  of  the  article. 

Mr.  Proctor  pointed  out  that  the  town  cannot  convey  the  land  before  it  goes  before  the  town  for  their  approval. 

A  member  of  the  public  asked  what  would  be  done  with  Village  School  if  down  the  road,  a  town  member  wanted  to 
build  a  complex  or  community  center  for  free  and  stated  the  following:  Under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
article,  the  school  will  revert  back  to  the  district.  It  makes  sense  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  town  meeting  to  ask  for 
approval  or  disapproval.  Mrs.  Teravainen  stated  that  if  the  town  is  not  going  to  use  the  building  for  govermnental, 
civic,  and  public  educational  uses,  the  town  has  to  give  the  building  back  to  the  district  so  the  district  can  use  it  for 
educational  purposes. 

Mr.  George  Longfellow  stated  that  when  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  this  proposal  from  the  School  Board,  he 
thought  it  was  a  great  opportunity  for  the  town  to  have  some  space  and  that  the  building's  potential  is  fantastic. 

Upon  Mr.  Frank  Williams'  questioning,  Mrs.  Berk  responded  as  follows:  Part  of  the  reason  the  board  was  intent  on 
approacliing  the  Town  Council  was  to  obtain  a  sense  from  them  as  to  whether  or  not  they  wanted  to  accept  the 
building.  The  board  did  not  want  to  be  put  in  a  position  to  have  the  voters,  in  May,  say  they  do  not  want  the  building 
and  the  disti'ict  would  be  stuck  with  the  cost. 

A  member  of  the  pubhc  asked  when  the  transfer  of  the  school  would  occur.  Mrs.  Berk  responded  as  tbllovvs:  It 
would  be  legal  immediately;  however,  the  district  needs  to  wait  until  students  are  out  of  school  in  June.  Realistically, 
the  actual  transfer  would  not  be  done  until  about  the  beginning  of  August. 

It  being  noted  that  there  was  no  further  action  to  be  taken  at  this  meeting,  it  was  adjourned  at  3:45  PM.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

July  2004 


One  could  describe  this  past  school  year  as  one  of 
tnmsition  for  tlie  Hooksett  School  District.  After 
serving  as  Middle  School  Principal  in  Hooksett  for 
14  years  and  six  years  as  both  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
SAU  #15,  Robert  Suprenant  moved  on  to  tiie  Milford 
School  District  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  April,  I  was  given  the  privilege  of  serving  as 
Interim  Superintendent  for  the  last  few  months  of  the 
school  year  as  the  search  for  a  new  Superintendent 
proceeded.  As  a  result  of  the  search,  Mr.  Armand 
LaSelva  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
SAU  #15  with  a  starting  date  of  July  1,  2004. 

In  addition,  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  new 
David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  took  place  during 
September  2003.  This  new  facility  provides  the  much 
needed  space  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing 
student  population.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Cawley 
Middle  School,  the  restoration  project  for  the 
Memorial  School  was  taking  place.  The  Memorial 
School  will  be  replacing  Village  School  and  will 
accommodate  grades  3-5  while  the  Underhill  School 
will  house  grades  K-2  starting  in  September  2004.

Individual  recognition  and  appreciation  is  extended 
to  Becky  Berk  for  her  hard  work  and  tireless  efforts 
as  the  School  Board  Chair.  Becky  is  to  be 
commended  for  her  commitment  toward  moving  the 
district  forward  in  many  varied  areas,  particularly  the 
David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School. 

After  serving  for  many  years  in  the  capacity  of  Food 
Service  Director,  Marsha  Thompson  retired  at  the 
end  of  the  2003-2004  school  year.  Much  thanks  to 
Marsha  for  her  years  of  service  and  commitment 
toward  providing  the  nutritional  needs  of  our  student 
population. 

As  stated  iji  our  mission  statement,  tlie  Hooksett 
schools  continued  to  serve  the  students  and 
conmiunitv'  by  providing  "a  safe  environment  where 
respect,  trust,  cooperation  iuid  honesty  are  revered."

Special  Education  Director's  Report  2003-2004 


During  the  2003-2004  school  year,  ihc  Hooksett  School 
District  provided  special  education  and  educationally  related 
services  to  over  300  students  between  the  ages  of  three  and 
21.  This  represents  close  to  12%  of  our  student  population. 
These  students  have  been  identified  throuyh  a  comprehensive 
referral  and  evaluation  process,  and  classified  in  one  or  more 
of  the  14  areas  of  disability,  as  defined  in  state  and  federal 
regulations.  The  services  provided  by  the  Hooksett  School 
District  are  individually  determined  by  a  team  of  people, 
including  parents,  and  are  designed  to  ensure  that  each 
child's  educational  needs  are  met  within  the  least  restrictive 
environment,  to  the  greatest  extent  that  is  possible  and 
appropriate. 

A  full  range  of  special  education  and  educationally  related 
services  is  available  to  Hooksett  students  through  our 
community-based  preschool  program,  at  our  three  Hooksett 
schools,  and  the  Manchester  high  schools.  These  services  as 
described  in  the  Hooksett  Special  Education  Policy  and 
Procedure  Manual  as  well  as  the  District  Policy  Manual  are 
located  in  both  the  District  Special  Education  Office  and  the 
Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Through  our  local 
Child  Find  Program,  referrals  for  students  between  the  ages 
of  birth  and  21  who  are  suspected  of  having  an  educational 
disability  can  be  made  at  any  time  by  contacting  the 
Principal,  Special  Education  Director,  or  Superintendent. 
Child  Find  Screening  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  year  and  are 
advertised  through  the  local  media. 

A  continuum  of  educational  environments  is  available  for 
students  identified  with  special  needs  between  the  ages  of 
three  and  21  to  ensure  access  to  the  general  curriculum. 
Opportunities  for  students  include  full  or  part-time 
participation  in  regular  classrooms  with  specially  designed 
modifications  and/or  special  education  instruction  and 
consultation,  individual  or  small  group  support  within  a 
resource  setting  and,  in  some  instances,  placements  outside 
the  local  public  school.  Numerous  educationally  related 
services  arc  also  available,  again,  based  upon  students' 
individualized  education  programs.  These  include  physical, 
occupational,  and  speech-language  therapies,  counseling,  and 
behavior  management. 

The  Hooksett  School  District  annually  receives  federal 
special  education  funds.  Project  applications  are  submitted  to 
the  NH  Department  of  Education  for  approval  and  funding. 
During  the  2003-2004  school  year,  this  entitlement  money 
was  used  to  support  in-district  programs.  Special  education 
teachers,  instructional  aides,  and  speech-language 
pathologists  were  hired  to  provide  direct  services  to  students. 
The  district  also  contracted  with  consultants  in  the  following 
support  areas;  positive  behavioral  interventions  and  supports, 
inclusionary  practices  for  students  with  autism,  occupational 
and  speech-language  therapies,  child  find  screenings,  and 
evaluations. 

This  year  federal  funds  were  also  used  to  provide  training 
opportunities  for  faculty,  staff,  parents,  and  the  staff  of  our 
community-based  prcschools  to  support  the  Hooksett  School 
District's  mission  and  belief  that  all  children  will  learn. 
Activities  focused  on  implementing  the  general  education 
curriculum  to  a  diverse  student  population,  assessment 
procedures,  teacher  evaluation,  behavioral  intervention,  and 
legal  issues.  These  funds  were  also  used  to  help  implement 
the  district's  literacy  initiative.  Project  ASPIRE. 


The  Hooksett  School  Dislncl  continues  to  be  a  participating 
member  of  the  C.M<E  Ml  -  Greater  Manchester  Regional 
Collaborative.  The  Collaborative  is  made  up  of  agencies 
serving  children,  youth,  and  I'amilies.  The  goal  of  this  group 
is  to  work  together  to  provide  systems  of  care  to  students 
within  their  own  eonimunity.  As  part  of  this  project,  both  the 
Underbill  and  Village  Schools  have  been  selected  to 
participate  in  Positive  Behavior  Interventions  and  Supports 
(PBlSj  training.  PBIS  is  a  systems  approach  focusing  on 
improving  the  positive  behavior  of  all  students.  Emphasis  is 
directed  toward  developing  and  managing  safe  learning 
environments,  direct  teaching  of  expected  behavior,  and 
utilizing  school-based  data  to  make  decisions.  The  Underbill 
School  is  in  its  second  year  of  successful  implementation  of 
the  program  while  the  Village  School  is  coinplelins  their 
inaugural  year. 

In  an  effort  to  meet  individual  needs,  the  Hooksett  School 
District  developed  and  implemented,  for  the  2003-2004 
school  year,  a  program  to  serve  students  with  .Autism 
Spectrum  Disorders.  This  program  for  primary  aged  children 
is  housed  at  the  Underbill  School.  Instructional  components 
and  focus  include  Applied  Behavioral  Analysis,  Picture 
Exchange  Communicanon  Systems,  Floor  Time,  Social 
Stories,  and  Sensory  Integration.  The  creation  of  this 
program  allowed  students  who  had  previously  been  placed  in 
out  of  district  programs  to  enjoy  a  positive  and  successful 
educational  experience  in  their  neighborhood  school. 

The  Hooksett  School  District  has  enjoyed  a  long,  positive, 
and  successful  relationship  with  numerous  community-based 
preschool  programs.  As  our  3-5  year  old  population  increases 
in  both  number  and  severity  of  disability  we  needed  to  review 
our  current  services,  consider  our  student  needs,  and  develop 
possible  options.  As  a  result,  the  Hooksett  Early  Learning 
Program  will  open  at  the  Underbill  School  as  an  additional 
option  for  the  2004-2005  school  year.  This  district  run 
integrated  preschool  is  aimed  at  enhancing  skills  in  a  variety 
of  developmental  areas  including  communication,  social 
skills,  play  slcills,  fine/gross  motor  development,  early 
literacy,  cognition,  and  personal  independence. 

On  August  30,  1999,  New  Hampshire  RSA32:1  1-a  became 
effective.  This  law  requires  that  each  school  district  provide 
in  its  annual  report  an  accounting  of  actual  expenditures  for 
special  education  programs  and  services  for  the  previous  two 
fiscal  years,  including  offsetting  revenues.  This  information 
is  included  in  the  Special  Education  Expenditure  section  eif 
the  School  District  Report. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  the  Hooksett  community  for  their 
efforts  on  behalf  of  all  students  and  for  their  continued 
support  of  our  students  with  educational  disabilities.

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DAVID  R.  CAWLEY  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 
Principal's  Report  2003-2004 


Da\'id  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  opened  its  doors  for 
the  first  time  on  Tuesday.  September  2,  2003.  We 
began  with  a  student  population  of  47 1  in  September 
and  closed  school  on  June  22"''  with  475  students. 
Mrs.  Lori  Colhns  joined  our  teaching  team  as  our 
new  computer  teacher  and  Mrs.  Dawn  Gagnon  joined 
our  special  education  team  as  a  sixth  and  seventh 
grade  teacher.  Students  and  staff  alike  were  thrilled 
with  the  new  facility  that  featiu^es  a  separate  cafeteria 
and  gymnasium,  technology  driven  media  center,  and 
a  two  floor  academic  wing.  School  grounds  include 
two  soccer  fields,  baseball  field,  Softball  field,  cross 
coimtry  course,  and  special  event  parking.  The 
community  celebrated  the  opening  of  Cawley  Middle 
School  during  an  official  ceremony  on  Saturday, 
October  18*.  The  Cawley  School  educational 
community  remains  grateful  to  the  many  community 
members,  parents,  and  organizations  involved  with 
making  the  new  facility  possible. 

The  2003-2004  school  year  was  highlighted  by  many 
special  events.  On  September  26*  Cawley  Middle 
School  hosted  our  SAD  workshop  focused  on  Project 
ASPIRE  (Advancing  Student  Perfonnance  Through 
Improved  Reading  Education),  a  program  developed 
to  institute  best  reading  practices  in  grades  K-8. 
Auburn,  Candia,  and  Hooksett  educators  came 
together  to  attend  workshops  on  reading  related 
programs  and  topics.  Tlie  Cawley  Middle  School 
stafT  -will  continue  to  work  on  Project  ASPIRE  as 
well  as  our  on-going  goal  of  challenging  all  learners. 

The  accelerated  math  program,  a  software  program 
designed  to  assist  students  who  need  to  spend  more 
time  mastering  specific  skills,  challenge  students  who 
are  ready  to  move  on  to  more  challenging  work,  and 
support  Uie  general  math  cxuriculum  which  was 
instituted  in  seventh  grade  math  classes  during  this 
school  year.  Eighth  grade  math  teachers  look  forward 
to  instituting  accelerated  math  during  the  2004-2005 
school  year.  This  year,  raatli  teachers  and 
administration  will  form  a  conunittee  to  review  our 
current  math  program  and  make  recommendations 
for  program  support  and  math  text  purchase. 

The  purchase  of  our  new  science  textbook  modules 
has  provided  science  teachers  in  all  three  grades  with 
a  solid  tool  in  dcli\ering  science  curriculum.  The 
textbooks  arc  student  friendly,  teacher  friendly,  and 
offer  a  generous  amount  of  support  material.  Tlie 
health  program  utili/cs  the  science  modules  as  well, 
especially  in  ilic  teaching  of  body  systems. 


Throughout  the  school  year,  David  R.  Cawley  Middle 
School  students  participated  m  standardized 
assessments.  In  May,  the  seventh  grade  participated 
in  the  Terra  Nova  Assessment  and  the  sixth  grade 
participated  in  the  New  Hampshire  Educational 
Improvement  and  Assessment  Program.  Next  year, 
the  Hooksett  School  District  will  be  adopting  the 
Northwest  Evaluation  Association's  Measures  of 
Academic  Progress  (MAP)  testing  system.  Teachers, 
students,  and  parents  will  have  the  opportunity  to  see 
growth  in  student  achievement  over  time.  Staff  and 
administration  will  receive  some  of  the  formal 
training  in  August  to  prepare  for  the  first  testing 
period  in  fall. 

The  Hawks  PTO  held  its  first  meeting  on  September 
10*.  President  Maura  Ouellette,  Vice  President 
Linda  Penney,  Secretary  Kara  Argo,  and  Treasurer 
Cara  Donati  have  spent  many  hours  of  their  own  time 
organizing  events  and  preparing  for  meetings 
throughout  the  school  year.  Tlieir  constant  energy 
and  enthusiasm  has  made  the  PTO  projects  successful 
and  worthwhile.  In  keeping  with  tradition,  the  PTO 
organized  the  Yankee  Candle  fimdraiser,  poinsettia 
fundraiser,  and  dance  fundraisers.  In  addition,  the 
auction  was  organized  again  but  took  place  in 
November  instead  of  the  spring,  and  it  surpassed  last 
year's  profit.  The  PTO  finished  off  the  year  with  a 
barbecue  for  our  students  on  the  last  day  of  school.  A 
live  band  played  some  new  and  old  favorites  as 
students  enjoyed  their  lunch.  The  new  officers  that 
were  elected  in  June  included  Co-Presidents  Heidi 
Ford  and  Richelle  Pinard,  Treasurer  Cathy  Chagnon, 
and  Secretary  Sue  Bemtsen.  We  remain  ever  thankful 
for  the  wonderful  group  of  parents  who  support  our 
school.  Thank  you. 

Student  Council  elections  were  conducted  in 
September  under  Uie  direction  of  Advisor  Lori 
Chauvette.  Lauren  Williams  was  elected  President, 
Chelsea  Chevrette  was  elected  Vice  President,  and 
Wyatt  Hepler  was  elected  Secretary.  Elected  Class 
Treasurers  included  Jamie  Belanger  in  the  eighth 
grade,  Gabriel  Ic  Velasquez  in  the  seventli  grade,  and 
Alyssa  Nelson  in  the  sixth  grade.  The  Student 
Council  participated  in  and  organized  many  events 
throughout  the  school  year  including  dances,  food 
drives,  Pcrmics  for  Patients,  other  volunteer  activities 
as  well  as  Recognition  Evening.  Their  hard  work  and 
dedication  to  the  school  and  community  is 
appreciated. 
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The  sixtli  grade  team  focused  on  implementing 
teclinology  across  Uie  curriculum.  In  language  arts, 
students  use  PowerPoint  to  present  book  research 
projects,  and  in  science  and  social  studies,  i-movie 
was  implemented  to  show  plant  growth  and  produce 
documientaries.  The  seventh  grade  followed  their 
interdisciplinary  unit  on  tlie  industrial  age  with  a  visit 
to  the  Lowell  Mills  and  visited  Odiome  Point  as  a 
culminating  activity  for  their  science  curriculum. 
Eighth  graders  studied  Shakespeare's  Romeo  and 
Juliet  and  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream  in  language 
arts  and  the  Stock  Market  in  mathematics  class. 
While  this  is  only  a  small  sampUng  of  the  wonderful 
lessons  that  our  students  engaged  in  throughout  the 
year,  it  is  an  example  of  a  well  thought  out 
curriculum  that  links  classroom  lessons  to  real  life 
experiences. 

The  school  year  included  a  number  of  exciting 
activities.  The  eighth  grade  musical.  Into  the  Woods, 
was  directed  by  Mr.  Andrew  Lalos  and  performed 
several  times  for  students,  staff,  parents,  and 
community  members.  Mrs.  Genni  Kurtzman  directed 
the  play  The  Pharaoh's  Revenge,  and  utilized  the 
talents  of  students  from  all  three  grades  to  deliver  a 
fantastic  performance.  The  winter  and  spring  concerts 
were  also  directed  by  Mr.  Andrew  Lalos  and  Mrs. 
Genni  KurtzmarL  The  talents  of  oiu"  Cawley  School 
Band  members  and  Chorus  members  shined 
throughout  the  year  and  we  are  grateful  to  have  such 
a  successful  program.  The  Hooksett  Fire  Department, 
in  recognition  of  National  Fire  Protection  Week, 
conducted  the  annual  Fire  Fighters'  Challenge  with 
Cawley  eighth  graders.  Students  participated  in  spirit 
competitions,  the  fire  fighters  physical  endurance 
test,  and  other  activities.  The  Hooksett  Police 
Department  and  the  Nashua  Police  Department 
joined  forces  to  deliver  a  successful  G.R.E.A.T. 
Program  that  took  place  in  the  spring.  We  remain 
thankful  for  the  hard  work  of  the  fire  department  and 
police  department  for  their  work  with  our  youth. 


During  tlie  month  of  March,  Cawley  Middle  School 
celebrated  Middle  School  Month.  This  national  event 
celebrates  the  middle  school  child  and  teacher. 
Students  and  staff  participated  in  contests  throughout 
the  montli  and  joined  in  a  spirit  rally  as  the 
culminating  activity.  Project  Safeguard  also  took 
place  in  March.  Parents  joined  their  seventh  grade 
students  in  attending  workshops  on  alcohol  and  drug 
prevention,  communication,  parenting,  and  good 
decision-making.  This  year,  we  coordinated  with 
Auburn  to  share  the  Project  Safeguard  experience. 
This  full  day  event  took  place  at  Soutliem  New 
Hampsliire  University.  Our  school  year  ended  with 
several  important  events.  Cawley  Middle  School 
inducted  twenty  students  into  the  National  Junior 
Honor  Society  on  May  20,  2004.  Co-curricular 
Awards  Night,  Camp  MiTeNa  French  trip  to 
Canada,  Spanish  trip  to  New  York,  and  Recognition 
Evening  concluded  our  2003-2004  school  year. 

In  closing,  it  is  important  to  say  "Thank  You"  once 
again  to  our  Hooksett  commimity  for  our  beautiful 
facility  and  their  continued  support.

Principal's  Report  2003-2004 


Hooksett  Village  School  began  an  historic  last  school 
year  with  307  fourth  and  fifth  graders  in  attendance. 
As  of  September  2003,  we  welcomed  several  new 
faculty  members  -  Mrs.  Karen  Bradley  and  Ms. 
CoUette  Cote  began  their  service  as  Title  I  Tutors  in 
Reading  and  Mathematics.  Mrs.  Danielle  Moore 
joined  us  as  Speech-Language  Pathologist.  We  also 
welcomed  paraprofessional,  Paula  Acorace  and  two 
new  members  of  our  School  Lunch  staff,  Mrs.  Patty 
Gorton  and  Mrs.  Terri  Piszczek. 

The  beginnnig  of  the  year  was  also  notable  for  the 
initiation  of  a  breakfast  program  for  students.  The 
school  supports  learning  and  achievement  of  all 
students  in  the  core  content  areas.  District 
professional  development  was  keyed  to  the  Project 
ASPIRE  initiative,  promoting  reading  achievement 
among  all  students.  The  Kids  Voting  USA  program 
gave  oui'  students  meaningful  lessons  in  civics, 
history,  and  government.  The  cuirrunating  activity 
involved  having  students  "register"  and  vote  during 
the  NH  Primary  in  January. 

A  team  of  Village  teachers  and  staff  participated  in 
training  for  PBIS  (Positive  Behavioral  Interventions 
and  Supports).  PBIS  is  a  statewide  initiative 
developed  to  address  student  misbehavior  in  a 
proactive  comprehensive  manner,  creating  safe 
school  environments  and  ultimately  improving 
academic  achievement.  The  school  community  will 
implement  the  program  in  2004-2005.  Classes  on 
conflict  resolution  and  strategies  to  prevent  teasing 
and  bullying  are  also  an  integral  pai1  of  our 
Guidance/Health  program.  Village  School  continued 
its  Peer  Mediation  program,  training  14  student 
mediators.  Further  emphasis  on  character  and 
citizenship  focused  on  "Words  of  the  Month"  and 
related  activities.  School-wide  projects  such  as 
contributing  to  care  packages  for  soldiers  in  Iraq  and 
collecting  for  HERC  holiday  food  and  fund  drives. 

Parents  are  key  supporters  of  the  school,  as  evidenced 
with  the  fine  turnout  at  our  September  Open 
House/Ice  Cream  Social,  at  the  annual  Parent 
Conference  Day  in  November,  and  at  our  Spring 
HVS  Expo  in  April.  Students  continue  to  benefit 
from  the  outstanding  efforts  of  the  Hooksett  PTA,  led 
by  President  Deb  Diomie.  The  PTA  provided 
cumculum  extension  and  enrichment  by  underwriting 
a  spring  visit  from  the  Mt.  Washington  Observatory 
for  grade  4  students.  Fifth  graders  enjoyed  a  visit 
from  Squam  Lake  Science  Center  personnel,  who 
presented  a  program  on  NH  ecosystems  and  predator- 
prey  relationships  in  March.  Classroom  learning  was 
extended  tluough  PTA  sponsored  field  trips  to  the 


Christa  McAuliffc  Planetarium  (Grade  4)  and  the  NH 
Statehouse  and  Museum  of  NH  History  (Grade  5j. 
The  PTA  sponsored  a  June  assembly  with  a 
champion  stunt  cyclist,  who  combined  his  impressive 
cycling  skills  with  positive  messages  about 
perseverance  and  effort,  the  value  of  education,  ;nid 
respect  for  others. 

Opportunities  to  explore  and  perfoiTn  in  the  arts  are 
offered  tlirough  the  annual  PT.A.  Reflections  Contest. 
Village  School  student  winners  were  Austin  Rizzo. 
Erik  Shaw,  Victoria  Benson,  Ka'istopher  Roller, 
Cameron  Boucher,  Jayne  Kelly,  Kendia  Healy,  Kayla 
McGahey,  and  Hannah  Willis.  Thanks  to  the  PTA 
for  also  providing  special  "exti'as,"  such  as  birthday 
books,  playground  toys,  painting  of  playground 
games.  PTA  volunteers  offered  hands-on  help  and 
enthusiastic  support  of  the  Memorial  School 
Playground  fundraisers.  Thanks  to  efforts  of 
coordinators  Barb  Brennan  and  Lori  Macey,  students, 
families,  and  the  community,  we  raised  o\'er  S23,000 
for    the    new   playground!!  Hooksett's    children 

certainly  benefit  from  the  many  ways  in  which  the 
PTA  supports  learning,  extends  and  eiuiches  school 
programs,  and  provides  quality  family  activities. 

Community  organizations  and  Tov\'n  Departments  of 
Hooksett  provide  ongoing  support.

These 
students  and  all  fifth  graders  were  honored  at 
D.A.R.E.  graduation  on  May  13.  We  also  appreciate 
the  messages  shared  by  keynote  speaker.  Honorable 
Judge  Robert  LaPointe. 
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Inlermediate  level  students  enjoy  growing  and 
learning  through  co-cniricular  and  extra  curricuiar 
activities,  such  as  Village  News  and  Views,  our 
school  newspaper.  Tliree  teams  of  Village  students 
practiced  faithfully  after  school  hours  and 
participated  in  the  Destination  Imagination  regional 
meet  in  March.  The  "Upbeat  Iniprov"  team 
represented  Village  School  at  the  state  level 
competition.

Teachers,  former  administrators,  staff,  students,  town 
officials,  school  board  members,  and  townspeople 
were  in  attendance.  During  the  informal  open  house, 
attendees  shared  stories  and  memories  of  Village 
School,  which  has  existed  at  its  Main  Street  location 
since  1937.  At  the  closing,  School  Board 
Chairperson  Jim  Sullivan  handed  a  ceremonial  key  to 
Hooksett  Town  Council  Chairman  Michael  DiBitetto. 
Thanks  to  School  Events  Committee  members 
Denise  Duchesne,  Linda  Williairus,  Sue  Berger,  Dan 
Gillen,  and  Carol  Olkonen  for  organizing  the  book 
project  and  our  Village  closing  event. 

It  has  been  such  a  great  privilege  to  serve  the 
students,  families,  and  community  as  principal  of  the 
Hooksett  Village  School.  Village  School  has  been  an 
outstanding  educational  facility  because  of  the 
involvement  and  commitment  of  so  many 
individuals,  community  deparmients,  and 
organizations.  By  working  together,  we  have  offered 
an  excellent  education  for  Hooksett's  children.  I  look 
forward  to  supporting  this  fine  tradition  at  Hooksett 
Memorial  School  when  it  reopens  to  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  grades  on  September  1,  2004.

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FRED  C.  UNDERHILL  SCHOOL 
Principal's  Report  2003-2004 


The  Fred  C.  Uiiderhill  School  welcomed  648  students  in 
September.  We  had  154  kindergartners,  152  first  graders, 
second  grade  had  142  students,  and  tliird  grade  placed  201 
students.  Our  tliird  grade  had  nine  sections  in  order  to  offer  a 
class  size  conducive  to  a  positive  learning  environment.  We 
finished  the  school  year  with  155  kindergartners,  153  first 
graders,  146  students  in  second  grade,  and  196  in  third  grade. 

SAU  #15  undertook  a  reading  initiative  called  Project 
ASPIRE  (Advancing  Student  Performance  Through 
Improved  Reading  Education).  We  used  the  following 
guiding  principles; 

•  Ail  instructional  decisions  are  grounded  in  research-based 
findings  and  practices. 

•  Instructional  practices  related  to  the  five  reading 
components  must  be  comprehensive,  integrated  and 
sustained  over  time. 

•  Instruction  is  driven  by  current  individual  student 
assessment  data. 

•  Materials  and  resources  are  selected  to  support 
research-based  instructional  goals. 

No  Child  Left  Behind  legislation  has  also  estabhshed  a  goal 
for  our  initiative:  "'All  students  will  read  at  grade  level  by  the 
year  2010."  This  is  an  ambitious  goal,  but  one  we  feel  is 
critical  to  the  children's  educational  future.  The  Hooksett 
School  District  teachers  focused  all  workshop  days,  early 
release  days  and  after  school  professional  development  on 
topics  that  would  help  us  reach  our  goal. 

The  Underhill  School  also  was  the  pilot  for  a  positive 
behavioral  program  used  by  many  schools  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire.  The  program  is  called  Positive  Behavioral 
Interventions  and  Supports  (PBIS).  Tliis  program  enhances 
the  capacity  of  the  school  to  design  effective  environments 
where  teaching  and  learning  occurs.  Assistant  Principal  Linda 
McAllister  and  Guidance  Counselor  Marcia  Planchet  led  the 
charge  to  implement  PBIS.  It  has  taken  an  enormous  amount 
of  time  as  our  teachers,  after  receiving  training  and  guidance, 
developed  teaching  tools  and  strategies  for  school-wide 
behavior  guidelines  for  consistent  discipline  practices  and 
procedures.  The  first  year  was  considered  an  enormous 
success  by  the  students  and  teachers.  A  dedicated  group  of 
teachers  are  continuing  to  fme-tune  our  product  this  summer 
through  further  training. 

Our  third  graders  liave  continued  a  wonderfiil  working 
relationship  with  tlie  'Iransfer  Station.  The  students  in  third 
grade  collccled  paper,  cardboard,  and  magazines  every 
Thursday  for  a  Friday  pickup.  Our  results  continue  to  be 
commendable. 

Literacy  has  always  been  the  core  of  any  primary  educational 
program  and  our  school  highlighted  that  with  many  activities 
throughout  the  school  year.  Our  Literacy  Week  followed  the 
theme  of  Read  Across  America  Week  and  included  Ms. 
Jennifer  Ericsson  of  Concord,  Nil.  She  is  the  children's 
librarian  for  the  Bow  Librarv.  She  has  written  several  books 


for  younger  children  and  puzzle  books  for  9-12  year  olds. 
Ms.  Ericsson  provided  writing  activities  for  all  of  the  children 
in  grades  K-3  over  a  two-day  period.  She  also  signed  books 
in  conjunction  with  our  aimual  Book  Fair  over  the  two-night 
period.  We  had  our  highly  touted  round  robin  of  community 
readers  this  year  and  the  Red  Hatters  of  Manchester  visited 
our  classrooms  again  to  expand  the  urge  to  read.  A  group  of 
students  from  the  David  R.  Cawley  Middle  School  also  read 
to  our  first  graders.  They  were  wonderful  role  models  for  the 
day. 

Our  PTA  continued  their  support  of  our  children  with  their 
volunteer  support  at  school  events  and  classroom  activities. 
Enrichment  was  the  focus  as  they  worked  with  our  Literacy 
Committee  and  arranged  the  Author  Jennifer  Ericsson  visit 
and  fiinded  field  trips  to  Squam  Lake  Science  Center  and 
Odiome  Point,  The  highlight  for  this  school  year  was  the 
PTA's  support  of  a  school  wide  (grades  1-3)  trip  to  the 
Concord  Center  for  the  Arts  to  see  the  production  Corduroy. 
It  was  an  amasdng  day  that  also  spothghted  the  exemplary 
behavior  of  our  children  at  the  event.  The  third  grade  testing 
got  off  to  a  great  start  each  day  as  the  PTA  provided  a 
breakfast  snack  for  all  our  students.  Birthday  books  were 
presented  each  month  to  our  students  as  PTA  volunteers 
allowed  them  to  pick  a  favorite  book  in  honor  of  their 
birthday.  The  PTA  also  sponsored  the  ReOections  Program 
which  highhghts  individual  skills  in  the  areas  of  Music, 
Literature,  Photography,  and  Visual  Arts.  The  PTA  ended  our 
school  year  wath  a  stunt  bike  p)erformer  who  provided  a 
message  focusing  on  how  practice  improves  our 
performances  to  grades  1-3  and  a  puppeteer  for  the 
Kindergarten. 

The  strong  family  support  of  Underhill  School  was  again 
recognized  by  the  New  Hampshire  Partners  in  Education  as 
we  received  the  Blue  Ribbon  School  Achievement  Award  for 
our  outstanding  volunteer  program.  Over  80  volunteers 
attended  our  annual  Volunteer  Breakfast. 

Open  House  and  special  event  nights  were  again  spread  out 
over  two  evenings  because  of  the  size  of  our  school 
population.  This  allowed  for  a  more  orderly  control  of  traffic 
in  and  outside  of  the  school.  The  police  are  critical  to  the  safe 
parking  on  those  evenings. 

The  Fred  C.  UnderhiU  School  bid  farewell  to  our  third  grade 
teachers  as  well  as  the  children  as  they  prepared  to  move  on 
to  the  renovated  Memorial  School.  The  Memorial  School  will 
be  replacing  the  Village  School  and  will  now  house  grades 
3-5.  We  wiU  sorely  miss  the  aura  these  teachers  and  children 
brought  to  our  environment.  We  also  excitedly  anticipate  the 
change  in  our  school  with  a  primary  population.
